Curist, Switzerland and Germany revolted 


against the encroaching power of the Caesar

of the prairies—the North-west Territory we 
called it then, and thought we had caught an 
idea—is now the centre of our population, 
and almost the centre of our national wealth.

Thirty years ago, in Calvary Church in this 
city, speaking on this subject on a somewhat 
kindred occasion, I used a prophet’s language 
to illustrate the influence of commerce on the 
progress of the Gospel. He says: ‘¢ Because 
the abundance of the seas shall be converted 
unto Thee, the forces of the Gentiles shall 
‘come unto Thee.” The one follows the other 
as cause and effect; at least as consequence. I 
will not stop to defend the interpretation. I use 
it only as an illustration. I thought I under- 
stood it then. But as I stand here to-night 
with thirty added years of experience, I see 
that he who talked of the influence of com- 
merce in that day had touched only the fringes 
of the subject. 

Have you ever thought how the great GoD 
prepared a way by which the messengers of 
the Gospel in our Saviour’s day could per- 
form their sacred task? Under His gracious 
providence, the world-spread empire of Rome 
grew strong; and in the moment of its mighti- 
est strength, using its wealth and self-interest, 
He prepared avenues on which the Gospel 
heralds ran with good tidings of great joy. 
For their own purposes of trade and necessi- 
ties of government the Roman empire con- 
structed grand roads; starting from the golden 
‘milestone, the ruins of which you may still 
gee at the foot of the Capitoline hill, these 
roads extended into every province. 

The several provinces were themselves 
united by like roads. So that throughout the 
empire there existed a network of thoroughly 
built avenues for internal commerce. When 
the Saviour passed from Nazareth to the Sea 
of Galilee He used the great highway which 
the Romans had made from Jerusalem to 
Damascus. When St. Paul landed at Puteoli, 
and after taking canal stepped on shore at 
the Three Taverns, he trod the Via Appia 
toward the Coliseum, treading the very same 
stones which you may tread to-day—so strong- 
ly buiit and so permanent were these roads.

that fifth continent of the world had not 
broken through the mists of England when 
the message was delivered there! 

And what does all this mean? And what 
are the duties which these new conditions of 
the world lay at our door? And what does 
our Lorp and MAsrsr say to us at the begin- | 
ning of the last three years of our centenary? 

I shall not attempt to put the conclusion 
into words. I am not of those who fear that 
American Christianity will fail to give what 
American charity for souls shall demand. ; 
There is wealth among us, and there is love; 
and thereis a poverty which is wealthy, too, in 
sacrifice and prayer. The silver and the gold 
belong to the Lorp. Does the history of the 
world show that He does not know how to 
bring them out of His treasuries when the hour 
and the day have struck? We are to use right 
means for developing the liberality of the 
Church. I thoroughly approve of the scheme 
proposed by Bishop [Neely and adopted by 
the Board of Missions for bringing this mat- 
ter close to each man’s several heart, each 
woman’s, too, and to the loving hearts of the 
dear children of the Lorp’s family. We 
must work it faithfully if it is to be success- 
ful. A heavy responsibility will rest on a 
pastor, or on any individual member of the 
Church, who believes in the plan, and yet who 
shall neglect to work by it. But, whether by 
this plan or another, I have no fear that we 
shall not receive all the money that we can 
wisely use, and that the Lorp thinks it wise ° 
to entrust to our stewardship. Ours is the 
work of faith, guided by judgment, based 
upon experience. Forward! are the orders, 
In the name of Gop let us march! 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE DOMESTIC AND — 
FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY, ae 


WITH ACCOMPANYING DOCUMENTS. ‘ 


Tux Board of Managers respectfully presents to the General Conventio 
constituted as a Board of Missions, its First Triennial Report. Lol 

The Board met for organization in the City of New York, October 30 
1877, directly after its appointment. The two Secretaries, together with t 
Treasurers of the Domestic and Foreign Committees, were reélected, and t 
elected Managers were divided in equal numbers to constitute said Committe 
for the next three years. Of the Foreign, the venerable Bishop of New Yo: 
was chosen permanent Chairman, and of the Domestic Committee, the Bishop 
Long Island. 


The Board has held fourteen stated sessions and one special session, assel 
" pling bi-monthly for the first year and a half, and, for the balance of the time, 
once a quarter. oe 
Until February, 1878, the work among the colored population of the South 
was continued in charge of a distinct Executive Committee, and, in like ma: n- 
ner, Missions among the Indians were entrusted to a Special Committee until 
January 1st, 1879, since which dates both of these departments have been 


under the oversight of the Domestic Office. 

To the Foreign Committee was confided at a yet earlier day the administ: 
tion of funds collected by the Mexican League and others for the maintenan 
of the Church in Mexico, known as “ The Church of Jesus.” st 

This accession to the duties of the respective Committees imposed upon th 
a burden of no inconsiderable weight, but not such as positively to demand 
additional working force. In consequence of the rigid economy practised 
the Board the ratio of expenses to the amount of receipts has been gradually 
lowered to six and four-tenths per cent. in the Domestic Department and to 
less than eight in the Foreign. Attention is especially called in this connection 
o the circular upon the subject issued in February, 1878—a copy of which 
hereto appended. i 

As compared with the collections of the Board of Missions during the thre 
years preceding the last General Convention, the gatherings of this Board 
a corresponding period are somewhat in excess. The total income for Missions 
from 1874 to 1877 was $932,897.86, while from 187% to September last it 
reached the sum of $948,958.04. But this was the aggregate of offerings for 
home and abroad. The Domestic Committee, since the last General Convention, 
have fallen short, in their returns, of the standard attained in the trienni 
previous $120,000 and more; the Foreign, on the contrary, have advan 
$148,000 beyond any earlier figure. A part of the increase in the Foreign Di 
partment is to be traced to the transfer of large Mexican collections to if 
care and disbursement. But, whatever the explanation, the pleasant f

Through the judicious expenditure of means and the self-de- 
nial of Missionaries, the Committee have been able to meet their obligations in 
full, barring a debt of seven or eight thousand dollars.

REDUCTION OF CENTRAL EXPENSES. 


To the Bishops, the other Clergy, and the Laity 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America : 


AT the meeting of the Board of Managers | 


held in the city of New York, February 12th 
and 13th, the undersigned were appointed a 
Special Committee to make known to the 
Church the action of the Board in their efforts 
to reduce the central expenses connected with 
our Mission work. They therefcre proceed to 
state: : 

First. That the Department of Home Mis- 
sions to Colored People was discontinued and 
- the work assigned to the care of the Com- 
mittee for Domestic Missions; thus saving the 
salary of a Secretary and the rent of an office. 

Second. That the central expenses of con- 
‘ducting the Indian work were reduced to 
$1,500 per annum, 

Third. That the office of Associate Secretary 
and General Agent in the Domestic Depart- 
ment was abolished, thus saving the salary of 
one officer, 

Fourth. That there was a general reduction 
of the salaries of the remaining officers and 
employés of the Domestic and Foreign De- 
partments. 

The reduction resulting from all the changes 
indicated above will aggregate eleven thou- 
sand four hundred and fifty dollars ($11,450) 


annually. All of these reductions are to 
effect from the first of May next. 

In addition to this— j 
Fifth. Order was taken regarding the pul D 
lications of the Domestic and Foreign M 
sionary Society, from which a still furth 

saving is anticipated, to the amount, perh 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000) or more p 
annum. : 

In consideration of the depressed finand 
condition of the country, the Board felt th 
they were under the special and imperative 
necessity of making larger reductions t 
under other circumstances, they would ha 
approved; and, in this connection, the un 
signed were further instructed, as far as th 
might, to impress upon the Church the 
that, as these retrenchments have been ma 
possible largely by the reduction of the age 
cies for raisigg money heretofore employe 
the Missionary Committee will have to r 
more than ever upon the active codpera 
of the Rectors of parishes, and upon the 
spontaneous gifts of the friends of Missions. —

But they conceive the purpose of their 


appointment to have been not to elicit a fresh — 


statement of general principles, or an elab- 


orate demonstration of the grand results — 


which would flow from greater zeal and a 


higher sense of duty and a more systematic — 
liberality on the part of all the members of 


the Church; but to obtain a practical answer 
to the question, How, the tone and temper 
and habits of our people being what they are, 
the resources of the Church can be made 
more largely available for the promotion of 
her Missionary work? It surely needs no 
demonstration that hitherto, notwithstanding 
the earnest and unceasing efforts of our 
Missionary Committees and their agents, but 
a very small proportion of even the com- 
municants of the Church have been contrib- 
utors to the support of her Missionary work, 
in any of its branches, according to their 
ability, judging of their ability not by 


their expenditures for personal or world- : 


ly objects, but by their contributions to 
other religious and benevolent objects—even in 
congregations made up almost exclusively 
of wealthy or comparatively wealthy families; 
and where the contributions for parochial pur- 
poses are on the most liberal scale, it 
will often be found that the offerings for 
Missions are shamefully insignificant; and, 
generally, that if the aggregate is considerable, 
it has been made so by the abounding liber- 
ality of a few individuals. 
other causes this strange disproportion may be 
fairly attributed, your Committee believe that 
it is owing in no small measure to the inade- 
quacy of the method by which chiefly we 
have hitherto sought to engage the codpera- 
tion and gather in the offerings of our people 
for Missions: namely, by special appeals and 
occasional collections, The remoter the ob- 
ject from the personal observation and private 
interests of him whose assistance in promot- 
ing it is desired and claimed, the less it can 
depend upon his own unaided thoughtfulness 
and general good intentions and sense of re- 
sponsibility respecting it. And yet, while for

THE FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF 
NEBRASKA AND DAKOTA. 


_ Tite work of the Church in Nebraska and 
akota is progressing steadily, if not as 
ray as we should desire. In the Diocese 
Nebraska we have now 82 Clergy 
and 1,525 communicants; in the Mission- 
District of Dakota, which comprises 
of the Territory of Dakota except that 
tion which has been set apart as the 
ssionary District of Niobrara, we have 12 
Clergy and 500 communicants. The popula- 
tion of Nebraska is 450,000, and of that por- 
tion of Dakota comprised in our district is 

about 100,000. 

_ The Clergy and laity of Dakota, at the re- 
cent Convocation, organized themselves into a 
Diocese, adopted a constitution, and will pe- 

tition the General Convention for admission 
into wnion with the same. 

_ The Clergy in the Missionary District are 
_ the same as last year, with the addition of the 
Rey. A. J. Yeater, the Rev. H. B. Whitte- 
_ more, the Rev. John W. Trimble, and the Rev. 

Thomas B. Berry. The Rev. E. R. Richard- 
son has been transferred to Colorado, and 
the Rev. W. P. Case to the same Jurisdic- 
tion. 

_ In Yankton, the capital of the Territory, 
_ work has been fairly begun upon a new 

‘ehurch edifice, in a very fine location. The 

plans are by Mr. U. C. Haight, architect, of 

New York, and it is expected that the build- 
ing will cost about $6,000. The corner-stone 
WwW vas laid on the 19th of September, with im- 
Pp essive ceremonies. The Rev. John W. 

Trimble has had charge of this important 
parish since the commencement of the present 

year, having been transferred ‘to us from the 
_ Diocese of New York. 
— The Rev. Joshua V. Himes still continues 
‘his most valuable services at Elk Point. With 
the assistance of generous friends in the East 
7 and i in Chicago he has beautifully refitted the 
old chapel, and made it a very attractive place 
of worship. He is now about to commence 
the same work at Vermillion. At my recent 
visit I baptized 7 and confirmed 7 in Elk 
Point. 
The Rev. Mr. McBride officiates at Eden 


fp 
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and Canton with great fidelity, giving also oc- 
casional Services at Fairview, and at Beloit on 
the Iowa side of the Sioux River, The church 
at Eden is finished, except the outside paint- 
ing, for which some portion of the money 
is provided. It is, happily, out of debt.. 
‘The Chapel of the Holy Innocents ” in Can- 
ton is also approaching completion. 

The Rev. Thomas B. Berry came tous from 
the Diocese of Fond du Lac in May last, to suc- 
ceed Mr. Case at Sioux Falls. The great 
growth of this beautiful young city and the 
wise energy of the new Rector give us hope 
for a strong parish in a very little while. - 

Dell Rapids and Flandreau are situated 
higher up the valley than Sioux Falls; the one 
20 and the other 40 miles distant. Missions 
have been organized in both. Earnest Church 
people are living in each place. We hope to 
send them a Missionary in a few weeks. The 
people are now making an effort to raise a sub- 
scription for his support. 

The Rey. Mr. Ramsay, the Rector of Hope 
School, established by Bishop Hare for Indian 
children, at Springfield, is ministering in that 
town. He is canonically connected with the 
District of Niobrara, although Springfield is in 
Dakota. There is a beautiful church at 
Springfield, erected by Bishop Hare’s efforts. 

At Swan Lake and Turner there are small 
churches under the care of Dr. Hoyt, who 
pursues his Missionary work with youthful 
enthusiasm, though nearing to threescore and 
ten, and who is assisted by a Lay-reader and 
a Candidate for Orders, Mr. M. 8. Robinson. 
Their charge also includes Lennox and 
Parker and Lincoln Centre. At neither of 
these points have churches yet been erected, 
but they must come before long, especially in 
the two former, which are situated on the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, and grow- 
ing rapidly. 

Mitchell is a most vigorous town, at the 
present terminus of the Milwaukee road. | 
There are a number of Church people living 
there who are anxious to build achurch. The 
Bishop has promised to aid them to the extent 
of $250, if they raise the balance necessary to 


build a $1,000 chapel. The Rev. John

enthusiasm ‘during the Gost ‘year. Bey 
fine church building has been erected. 
Bishop was enabled to add $400 to the amoun 
contributed by the people by the kindness of — 
some Christian ladies of New York City, mem- : 
bers of ‘‘ The Society of the Double Temple.” 
There are over 100 communicants in Mr. — 
Law’s district, which reaches along the Red 5 
River for more than sixty miles. 
There is nowhere on the globe a nobler field 
for the operations of the Church than the 
Territory of Dakota. We need there imme-— 
diately at least six more Clergy, and about — i 
$1,500 to secure the erection of five more 
churches during the coming year. The gift 
of $300 from outside aid will enable us to © 
build a church that will cost five times that — 
amount, and have no debt. These churche + 
will all be built in towns of assured perma- — 
nence. In some cases they will be the first 
church of any sort in these towns. 
We acknowledge with gratitude our in- 
debtedness to the Board of Missions for its 
fostering care of our Missionaries, and to- 
many Eastern friends for generous help in the i 
erection of our little churches. We devoutly — a 
hope that they will not weary of their bene- — 
factions, for we need this loving assistance — 
more and more. The large majority of the — 
people who come to this new land are poor. — 
It is with great difficulty and struggle that 
they can subsist during the early years fe 
their residence here; and during those years 
the Gospel and the Church must be brought — 
to them from without. They are very grate- — 
ful for these spiritual blessings, and as their 
own substance increases they will support the 
ministrations of the Church gladly, and also 
help to aid those in the regions beyond who 
are more destitute than themselves, . 
We ought to build new churches during — 
the coming year at Mitchell, Dell Rapid 
Valley City, Jamestown, and Grand Rapid 
and in the year following, also, as many more — 
at other points. Five churches every year 
during these days of her rapid growth will — 
hardly meet the necessary demand. There 
are hundreds of Church families, scattered all 
over Dakota’s beautiful prairies and lovely — bs 
valleys, pleading for the visits of Missionaries 
and the Services of the Church. We are Ges 


Morris, the veteran pioneer, ministers at this 
point, and also in the other towns in the 
James River Valley. There are nearly or 
quite 100 communicants in his extensive dis- 


In Northern Dakota there is great activity 
in consequence of the development of the 
wheat lands along the line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. 

At Fargo there is a good church and par- 
sonage, free from debt. The Rev. Henry B. 


much zeal in the last year, but has recently 
resigned the rectorship of the church, to our 
great regret. The population of the town is 
about 3,000. 

At Valley City, which is on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, about thirty miles west of 
Fargo, lots have been secured for a church 
and a good subscription raised. The church 
will undoubtedly be built immediately. 

At Jamestown, also, the preliminary steps 
have been taken for building achurch. The 
Bishop must aid them to the amount of $300, as 
soon ashe can find any one willing to contribute 
that amount. The Rev. J. G. Miller offici- 
ates here, receiving yet no Missionary stipend, 
but supporting himself and preaching the 


At Grand Rapids, a new town forty miles 
south of Jamestown in the James River Valley, 
a laudable effort is being made by a devout 
young layman of Boston to establish the Ser- 
vices of the Church and to build a chapel. 
We feel sure that Gop will bless his efforts. 

At the important town of Bismarck, where 
the Northern Pacific Railroad crosses the 
Missouri River, a most beautiful chapel, ‘‘The 
Chapel of the Bread of Life,” has been erected 
in the last year. One-half of the amount 
necessary was contributed by the late Sunday- 
school of that name attached to St. George’s 
Church, New York. The Rev. A. J. Yeater 
has recently taken charge of the work here, 
and has pushed it vigorously. This church, I 
am sorry to say, without any fault of ours, is 
not completely out of debt, but Ihave good 
hope that the earnest endeavors of the Mission- 
ary in that direction will soon free it from its 
obligations, 

The enterprising town of Grand Forks, on 
the Red River, forty miles north of Fargo, is 
becoming one of the strongest Church points 
in the Territory. The Rev. Woodford P. Law 
has worked here with much energy and

. MONTANA. 
For the third year I sit down at a Military 
_ Post (Fort Shaw) to write my Report. So 
_ uniformly have I been met with the utmost 
_ kindness by the officers of the United States 
_ Army, and so acceptable to them seem to be 
the Church Services which I am enabled to 
render personally or provide through my 
_ Clergy, that the conviction is pressed upon 
_ me that the Church ought to do all it can to 
serve these frontier garrisons. 
_ It is with gratitude that I yecord that the 
_ Officers at Fort Shaw, Fort Logan, and Fort 
_ Ellis have generously helped me this last 
year to keep two Missionaries in the field. It 
3 with regret that I also record that I have 
- not been able to find the time for visiting Forts 
‘Keogh, Custer, and Assinaboine. And be- 
sides these posts, some eight towns in Mon- 
_ tana, seven in Idaho, and six in Utah I have 
_ not visited. 
4 For the entire six months of this summer I 
have been absent from home on Missionary 
_ journeys. But the year is not long enough 
nor its days numerous enough for one Bishop 
- to get over all of these three Territories an- 
nually. Their population is now 213,000, and 
_ steadily increasing. 
_ I need not do moreI hope, I cannot do 
less in duty, than again to repeat that, in my 
_ judgment, the wise thing for the Church to do 
in order to secure adequate care for the Mis- 
nary work in this District is to give to Mon- 
na a Bishop of its own. 
At Helena, St. Peter’s Church, of stone, has 
n built at a cost of about $11,000. <A debt 


of $2,000 remains, which the zealous congrega- 
tion hope ere long to remove. Under the 
successful ministrations of the Rev. M. N. 


Gilbert, St. Peter’s, from and after January 
ist, 1880, became a self-supporting parish. I 
transferred to the vestry the title of the 

church property, embodying in the text of 


the deed the two conditions—that the said 
property should never be alienated from the 
ownership or use of a congregation of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and that it 


should never be mortgaged or encumbered — 


without the written consent of the Bishop. 
In case of the violation of either condition the 
title reverts to the Bishop who was the grant- 
or, or to his successor in office. 

Six Clergymen have been this year in Mon- 
tana; three continuing former work—Mr. 
Prout at Virginia City, Mr. Gilbert at Helena, 
and Mr. Stewart at Missoula. 
ones have come in—the Rev. C. O. Tillotson at 
Butte’ and Deer Lodge, the Rev. F. B. Lewis 
at Bozeman, and the Rev. 8. C. Blackiston in a 
large Missionary field round about Helena. 

Were it fit I could enlarge in glowing text 


upon what these six, under Gop’s blessing, — 


have done. My eyes have seen enough of 
their work to make my heart very thankful. 
The appended statistics will tell somewhat 
of it. 

Mr. Lewis, at Bozeman, is already serving 
Fort Ellis, and getting ready, so far as one 
man’s strength can do, to respond to the calls 
that will soon come from the whole Gallatin 
Valley and the Yellowstone country.

Northern Idaho I have never visited save 
vicariously, through the kindness of my broth- 
er, the Bishop of Oregon.

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TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF OR. 
AND WASHINGTON. 


For the first time in the past twelve years 
I am compelled to announce the death of one 
of our Missionaries. The Rev. George T. 
Kaye, Missionary of this Board in Grand 
Ronde Valley, Oregon, departed this life in 
Dansville, N. Y., on the 22d day of Novem- 
ber, 1879. Mr. Kaye came to this Jurisdic- 
tion in 1876 in poor health, and, though 
receiving for a time marked benefit from the 
change, his disease was of such an organic 
and deep-seated nature as soon to make it 
manifest that his life could not be prolonged 
many years. He lived and labored with this 
conviction in a spirit of true hope and resigna- 
tion, and though taken early to his rest and 
reward, he has left sure tokens of an accept- 
able and useful ministry. 

Our present number of Clergy is twenty, 


exclusive of the Bishop, of whom nine) tor’ 
are Missionaries of the General Board. In | con 


several of their fields there has been marked 
and encouraging growth and improvement, 
and in others a quiet progress in the ordinary 
increase and upbuilding of the Church. 

At Seattle, in Washington Territory, the 
church building and property have been 
much improved, without incurring any debt. 
The Sunday-school has grown in numbers 
and efficiency. There has been a large addi- 
tion to the list of communicants, and the in- 
creased salary of the Rector is regularly and 
promptly paid, Outside aggressive work is 
going on in an interesting Mission Sunday- 
school in North Seattle, where a lot has been 
secured for the early erection of a Mission 
chapel. 

At Olympia, Washington Territory, a very 
convenient and tasteful parsonage has been 
built and paid for, furnishing a commendable 
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example of what can be accomplished w:

effort. The church has also been much | 
proved by the construction of a neat chanes 
‘At New Tacoma, Washington Territory, 
earnest effort is being made, chiefly );

liberality. 
At Pendleton the church property was much 
_ improved, and the higher interests of the con-

_ tions of the Rev. Mr. Parker, for the time he 
___— was in charge. 

The Rey. Mr. McConkey, who keeps a 
boys’ school at Waila Walla, is doing Sunday

_ school, Mr. McConkey leaves Walla Walla on 
_ Saturday moraing on horseback, and makes 
the ride of forty-two miles to Pendleton.

The Rev. Dr. Nevius accepted the joint 
proposal of the Bishop of Idaho and myself 
to this effect, and in October last removed 
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from from Baker Cit City to Lewiston, Idaho, | to take

So far as the residence and services of any 
other Clergyman of our Church are concerned, 
this Mission embraces the whole country north 
of Walla Walla to the British line, and from 
the Cascade Range to the Bitter Root or Rocky 
Mountains, including in it the four northern | é 
counties of Idaho. In extent of territory itis 
about equal to the State of Pennsylvania. by 

Services have been held here by your Mis- 
sionary and visitations made by the Bishop, 
along a line of towns and military stations of © 
400 miles, from Walla Wallato Fort Colville. 
Within the last year I have made two visita- im 
tions to this Mission, going each time to Col- — 
ville, which is about twenty-five miles from 
the boundary of British Columbia. dz 

From my observation of this wide and Re. 
rapidly improving country, I feel well assured — 
that we have begun our work in it none too “a 
early. Indeed, it is quite manifest that we 
have already lost ground that we could have 
occupied a year or two ago with far better 
encouragement and surer success than now. 9 

In the Colville Valley there area number of — 
families, members of the Church of England 
originally and of our Church in America, who 
earnestly desire the ministrations and oversight 
of their spiritual Mother for themselves and — 
their children. My visit there last fall wasthe — ~ 
first occasion of these ministrations. There is 
no Protestant Clergyman resident in all that — 
part of the country north of the Spokan River, 
and we have the assurances of a number of the — 
responsible citizens that a Clergyman of our 
Church settled at Spokan Falls, and giving a 
fair proportion of his time to Colville Valley, 
shall receive $500 a year toward his support. 
Dr. Nevius has baptized several children here, 
and at my next visit will present a number of | 
persons for Confirmation. Meanwhile I have 
arranged for lay services by an army officer at _ 
the village of Colville. 

SPOKAN FALLS, 4 

This place is on the Spokan River, about 
one hundred miles south of Colville, and | 
about ap equal distance north-west of Walla 
Walla. Two years ago it was simply an — 
Indian fishing and caraping ground. Now it — 
is, to say the least, a thriving village, and — 
with equal certainty a place of large expecta-_ y 
tions. The surrounding country is one of 
rare charms of scenery, and the river and 
falls at this place are both beautiful and grand. 
The line of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
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x passes directly through the town, and every-

terprise, held on the 24th of May last, we 
were much encouraged in our plans. A good 
building lot was offered us, and the assurance 
of $500 toward the erection of a chapel. The 
Bishop ventured to become responsible for 
$250 in addition.. Dr. Nevius writes me that 


the chapel is well under way, that it looks 


~ 


well, and he is sure I will be pleased with it, 


‘and with the work there in every respect. 


I have already borrowed and paid the two 


hundred and fifty dollars without knowing 
who will help me to return it. 


To carry on this large Mission with such 
energy as it demands, it should at once be 
divided, and a second Clergyman placed in it 
either at the Colville or Lewistonend. Colfax 
is the largest town in this part of Washington 
Territory, though not on the line of the rail- 
road. It will probably be the next point at 
which we shall undertake the erection of a 
church. 

One gentleman there offers $500 toward 
the building, and $125 a year toward the sup- 
port of a Clergyman. I have $500 in my 
hands, the gift of a generous lady in the East, 
toward building a church in this Territory, 
and am only waiting the development of the 
country under the various railroad lines to be 
built to determine its site. ‘ 

Dr. Nevius’ residence has been at Lewiston, 
in Idaho. Besides his ministrations at this 
point, he has held Services at Fort Lapwai, 
Grange City, Mount Idaho, Farmington, and 
Coeur d’Alene, in the same Territory, Adults 
and children have been baptized and several 
persons confirmed, though no opening has pre- 
sented itself yet for organizing a Mission or 
building a church at any of these places. 

It is no easy task for your Missionary to 
travel through the winter storms and summer 
heat over these vast stretches of country in 
the performance of his duty. This ‘‘hard- 
ness,” however, is endured, not only without 
murmur or complaint, but with a*cheerful and 
contented spirit, that wisely appreciates the 
importance of pioneer efforts, and the honor 
and blesseduess of laying the foundations of a 


great future work, even 1 it. fal 
others to enter into his labors and reap 


full harvest. 
VACANT CURES, A 


I am still compelled to report a large 
number of congregations as without ministers, 
There have been seven such east of the — 


Cascade Mountains now for many months— ie ~ 
at Pendleton, Weston, La Grande, Union, 


Baker City, and Canyon City; for the three 
in Grand Ronde Valley and one at Baker ~ 


City have just received a supply in the Rev. <3 


Thomas Smith, of Northern California. Mr, 
Smith is an experienced and well-furnished 


Missionary, and I have great hope that we — 


shall be able to keep him in this field. 

Oregon City is to be added to this list of 
vacancies by the removal of the Rev J. 
W. Sellwood to East Portland; and I have 
just been informed that the Rev. Mr, Sum- 


mers Will soon resign his charge at McMinnville. — 


There is no part of my work that receives so 
much attention, gives so much anxiety, and con- 
sumes so much time as this of keeping up 
the supply of Missionaries. Our long dis- 
tance from the centres of supply, the cost of 
removal, the inadequate support for a family, 
the fear of failure in a new and untried field, 
and the honest doubts as to the call of duty all 
combine to lessen the number of good and de- 
sirable men who might otherwise be willing to 
listen to our overtures. If I could have taken 
the men of position and reputation in Eastern 
Dioceses who have signified their willingness 
to come here; if I could honestly have said 
that they and their families should be comfort- 
ably cared for, all these places would long since 
have been filled. In many cases it would 
have been both cruel and dishonest to have 
done so, and we have thus lost the services of 
men whom I should most cordially have wel- 
comed to our ranks. Young men, ormen in 
the early years of their ministry, without the 
cares and responsibilities of a family, rarely 
offer themselves, or rarely respond to our calls 
to come so far from home, and from the invit- 
ing places near at hand, : 

That young men, with health and strength, 
and without any cares and responsibilities in 
life, should have so little of the spirit of ven- 
ture.and enterprise for Missionary and pioneer 
work, while this spirit needs rather to be re- 
pressed in their older brethren, suggests some 
questions hard to answer. 

At the last Convocation a Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Committee was formed with a view 


easing the aetarent of our people te tte 
2 Missionary work. It promises well, and 
2 seems & fair prospect of our soon raising 
$1,000 per annum. We have been able al- 
ready to give $100 each to two of our Mis- 
‘sionaries, and to appropriate $250 to aid in

ent meeting of the Committee in Astoria 
steps were taken to reach the more widely-scat- 
tered members of the Church, and bring them 
into a recognized relation with their spiritual 
Mother; also to provide all the ships sailing 

upon our waters and touching at our ports 
vith a copy of the Prayer Book.

SCHOOLS. 

Our schools continue their work with good 
success in every case. In the first place, they 
pay their way and keep out of debt. If they 
did not do so they would soon be compelled 
to close their doors. The catalogue of St. 
‘Helen’s Hall shows twelve teachers and one 
jh ndred and sixty pupils for the last year. 

_ While the number of pupils is no greater 
than for some previous years, still the school 
never done as satisfactory work as in this 
past year. A matron and an additional 
_ teacher from the East will be added next 
_ term to the present faithful and efficient corps 
_ of teachers, to whom I owe a great debt for 
‘the self-sacrificing and devoted spirit with 
_ which they have so long labored. The blessed 
fruits of these labors are to be seen now in 
the young women of culture and devotion 
whom our Clergy in their various Missions 
recognize as their most efficient co-laborers. 

_ We have long felt the want here of a more 
-commodious and seemly chapel to take the 
place of the upper room we have.so long used 
for our week-day Services and the Sunday 
Services of St. Stephen’s congregation. This 
we have undertaken to build. On the 10th 
of August I laid the corner-stone of the pro- 
posed chapel, which is now nearly enclosed 
and under roof. 

_ While it will be a building of moderate cost, 
“we shall still endeavor to make it worthy of 
its sacred purpose, and to set forth in it, as we 
shall have the means, the beauty of holiness. 

regard this as a matter of the first impor- 
“tance, and believe that a well-appointed church, 
with furniture, fittings, and proper adornments, 
Ras a very essential part in the religious train- 
“ing of the young; moving them to honor 
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their hearts with humility and devotion in 
His service. I believe such things to be a 
great help in correcting the spirit of irrever- 
ence so wide-spread in our day, so manifest, 
and so shocking in its Western type and spirit; 
and I feel assured that they who give of their 
means for this use are giving wisely, and 
helping to mould the character of their chil- 
dren after the pattern pleasing in Gop’s sight. 

St. Paul’s School, Walla Walla, has had 
seven teachers and eighty pupils. Its valuable 
school property has been freed from all in- 
cumbrance, and a large piece of ground, of 
eleven lots, purchased and partly paid for as 
a site for a new building. The place now oc- 
cupied is no longer a desirable one, and the 
buildings are too small properly to accommo- 
date the present school, much less the increased 
number already offered for the next term. 
Two additional teachers have been engaged 
from the East for the term to open in Septem- 
ber. This is the only Protestant boarding- 


school in all the wide country between the_ 


Cascade and Rocky Mountains, and its influ- 
ence is felt hundreds of miles in every direc- 
tion. 
self-sacrificing gifts of its founder, the Rev. 
L. H. Wells, with the most blessed fruits, yet 
to be increased, I trust, many fold. I wish I 


‘knew how to move the hearts of some of 


our people of abounding wealth to help him 
to such moderate and modest buildings as his 
work urgently demands. 

The Bishop Scott Grammar School at Port- 
land has passed through an encouraging year, 
with five teachers and fifty-nine pupils. It 
occupies a very important place in our educa- 
tional work, and, with such additional ap- 
pliances as a few thousand dollars would 
furnish, its influence would be greatly extend- 
ed. The scarcity of Clergymen and the de- 
mand for parochial work in other places 
induced me to relinquish my plan of providing 
the Grammar School with a resident Chaplain, 
and establishing a regular Sunday Service in 
its chapel. This plan is only postponed, and 
not abandoned. I am well persuaded that 
if this school could be provided with a 
well-qualified Clergyman to be its spiritual 
head and Pastor, it would vastly increase 


its usefulness and efficiency, and bring it.

country. 

If by no other means than its annual in- 
erease in years to come, when some other 
one will follow me, this fund will secure the 
purpose of its origin. Meanwhile, I still 
hope that some one will be found to hasten

I have had a plan in my mind for some 
time of adding to this school an industrial 
and mechanical department, by which the 
pupils could have an opportunity of learning 
the use of tools and the first steps in‘some 
trade or handicraft. I presented this plan, 
with some enlargement and detail, to our last 
Convocation. 

I have received many favorable comments 
upon it, and promises of pupils in case it is 
carried out. The means with which to begin 
it, however, are still wanting. I have 
thought that by such a department of educa- 
tion we might do something to lessen the 
force of the charge that our schools fail to fit 
boys for the real duties and business of their 
station. It is claimed in many quarters that 
they are over-educated in certain directions; 
that they acquire false ideas of the true nat- 
ure of their calling in life; that they are not 
taught the necessity, the duty, the dignity, 
and the honor of labor; and so, in many 
cases, go forth from our schools determined to 
get the living which they claim the world 
owes them by their wits instead of by their 
work. 

A boy who should pass faithfully through 
this industrial department would be the better 
fitted for almost any vocation in life. In 
many cases the taste and skill thus acquired 
would save a young man from the bane and 
curse of idleness. In some it might kill the 
black demon of ennw?, forefend the drunk- 
ard’s appetite, with its long train of horrors, 
and save the shame and guilt of a suicide’s 
end. I believe such a plan worth trying,

ern part or the whole of Idaho Territory, make

Large as his field would be, it 
would be one of similar interests and business 
pursuits, and of remarkable homogeneity in 
its people. With its eleven churches, its 
flourishing boarding-school of seven teachers

- boundless stretch of the most fertile land,

___with its healthful climate, with its magnificent 


mountains, rich in precious metals, with its 

noble rivers, its railroads, building and pro- 

jected, to penetrate all its valleys, with its 

rapid accession of a population of superior

CONCLUSION. 

Such a report as this can give but ani 
perfect idea of the demands and opportunities 
for Church work in so large a field as this. 
These demands increase and multiply with the 
steady and rapid growth and development. of Ps 
the courtry.

ising land. I appeal to the authorities of the 
Church, to the men of vigor and enterprise

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In the good providence of Gop, I am per- 

nitted to see the end of ten years of Mission- 
_ ary work in Nevada. 

They have been years of almost unremitting 
labor, much of which has been attended with 
manifold discouragements and apparently 

- meagre results. The continual change which 
| is taking place in the population of our towns, 
and the almost universal disregard of Sunday 
Kas a day of rest and worship, have every- 
where combined to retard the progress which 
it should seem the Church ought to have 
made during this time. If the people of 
Nevada were attached to the places in which 
hey live, instead of constantly planning for 
2 removal, it would be much easier for them 
o become identified with Church work; and 
f they could be persuaded to relax their 
abors for one day of the week, a much larger 
., attendance upon Sunday Services could be 
easily secured. Whether this will ever be, in 
this generation, is very doubtful. It is cer- 
‘tain that but little progress has been made in 
this direction in the last ten years, 

- Still, with all these discouragements there 
as been much which should call forth my 


been done in vain. 
Personally, I have had almost everything 
to be thankful for. No one could receive 
kinder or more considerate treatment from 
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from the people of this State. I feel identi- 
fied with them, and am entirely content to _ ce 
labor with and for them so long as GoD gives 
me strength to labor in His service. 4 
And contrasting the present condition of 3 
the Church in Nevada with what it was ten 
years ago, there are to be found evidences not 
only of much work performed by the Clergy, 
put also of liberal giving by the people, 
and of substantial growth in all the elements — 4 
of Church strength. a 
When I entered upon the performance of oE 
my duties as Missionary Bishop there was 
put one Clergyman belonging to the Jurisdic- 
tion; now there are seven. There were, — 
then three churches; now there are ten, There 3 
were then two rectories; now there are eight, 
Tere were then one hundred communicants; 
there are now three hundred and forty; there 
were then thirty Sunday-school teachers and 
three hundred and twenty scholars; there a 
are now ninety-three teachers and one thou- 
sand two hundred and forty-two scholars, 
During this time there have been one thou- 
sand one hundred and ninety-nine infants bap- 
tized, and one hundred and forty-five adults. —

~ count of depreciation in the actual value, But. 


were all the Church property to be destroyed 
it could not be restored to its present condition 
for less than $125,000. 

Of this amount I have received from sources 
outside the State, and mainly from friends in. 
the Atlantic States, $33,071. Subtracting from 
the present velow’ that of ten years ago, we 
have an increase of value in ten years of $88, - 
600. Deducting from this $33,071, the amount 
given from outside, we have left $55,529. 
But in determining the amount given in Ne- 
vada for Church property, there should be 
added to this the $10,000 deducted for depre- 
ciation in value, and $9,000 which had been 
given by the congregation of St. Paul’s Church, 
Virginia City, for enlarging the church just be- 
fore the great fire in 1875, but does not appear 
in the present valuation. This gives $74,529. 
From this amount must be deducted $8,000 
the present total indebtedness, which leaves 
166,529 as the total given in Nevada for Church 
_ preperty in the past ten years. 

From this it will be seen that for every dol- 
lar received from abroad for building churches 
and schools, our own people have in ten years 
given somewhat over $2, and have altogether 
given almost three-fourths of the present total 
value. This amount is over and above what 
has been given for current expenses. 


For Domestic Missions there has been given 
in Nevada during these ten years $3,939.17; 
for Foreign Missions, $329.85; and for educa- 
tion of the Ministry, $338.90. 

Of the $125,000, the present value of 
Church property, $30,000 is invested in the 
Diocesan School for Girls at Reno. 

The need of such a school had been apparent 

for years, but it was long before the way was 
opened for establishing it. In 1875 Miss C. 
L. Wolfe offered to give $10,000 toward found- 
ing the school, on condition that an equal 
amount should be raised elsewhere. The 
people of Reno gave $4,000; a friend of the 
school in Nevada gave $2,500; Mrs. M. A. 
Grosvenor, of New York, gave $1,000, and the 
balance was given in smaller sums, partly by 
persons living here and partly by friends at 
the East. A half of a block of land was given 
by the Central Pacific Railroad Company, and 
the remaining half was purchased and given 
_ by citizens of Reno. The construction of the 
' building was begun in June, 1876, and on the 


12th of October the school was Peas and 
has since been in successful operation. 

Before opening the school it was found © 
necessary ‘to expend $28,000, leaving a debt of 
$8,000. Since that time over $2,000 have been — 


expended in permanent improvements, nearly — é 


half of which has been devoted during the past 


year to securing a permanent and abundant 


supply of water for the use of the school and _ 


for irrigating the grounds.

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EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF MOBR 
1880. 


To the Board of Missions : 

‘“‘Journeyings often” have made up 

pretty much all my life during the last four 
or five months, and I have found the engage- 
ments of my spring and summer visitations, 
which have involved me in 2,000 miles of 
travelling in my own wagon, besides not a 
little stage-coaching, hardly compatible with 
the duty of putting together this my Eighth 
Annual Report, much of which has been 
written during my noonday camping under 
~ the open heaven. 
_ My journeys have been lighted up, how- 
ever, by my happy meetings with the iso- 
lated Clergy and other members of our 
Missionary force, and by the counsels we have 
taken together upon ‘‘the things concerning 
the Kingdom of Gop and the name of Jesus 
Curist.”’ 

The work of bringing in barbarous tribes 
from their free, boisterous, turbulent life and 
subjecting them to the restraints of civiliza- 
tion is a stupendous task, and will require a 
greater outlay of means, time, and effort than 
the Church at home has perhaps reckoned on; 
but we have been cheered during the last year 
by the friendly feeling which most of the 
tribes have shown toward our work, by the 
considerable number who have presented them- 
selves for Confirmation, and by the general 
progress of many of the Indians in what is 
good, revealed by a comprehensive survey of 
the field. 

Our wishes, of course, always run ahead 
of our accomplishments, but I am sure that 
the Church will feel that she has not labored in 
vain in the Indian field when I report that I 
have witnessed during the seven and a half 
years of my connection with the Mission the 
establishment of four boarding-schools, in 
which one hundred and fifteen children are 
annually housed, fed, clothed, and educated; 
the gathering of ten new congregations among 
the wilder and remoter tribes; and the erec- 
tion of eleven Mission residences and of ten new 
churches—all these buildings, and all the other 
Mission buildings of whatever kind, being en- 
tirely paid for and without encumbrance. 


Estimates of the work of grace in the fi 
are best left, perhaps, to that day which 
make maniitent the secrets of the heart, 
every man shall have his praise from Gop;

However peculiar our work may be in some 
respects, no ‘‘ strange thing ” happens unto us 
Our rewards, our failures, our joys, our sorroy 
are substantially the same as those of our br 
ren everywhere in the Church Catholic. Our 
converts fall, they rise again; they turn back 
unto perdition, they hold fast and quit them 
men; they lag, they start ahead; their cha 
ters mature, they remain at a stand-still; ¢ 
gregations are satisfied with their minist 
and congregations are discontented with the ir 
ministers; they dwell together in unity, and 
they are weakened and disturbed by dissen- 
sion; the graduates from our schools disappoint 
us, and they become our joy and crown, very 
much in the same way and much in the same 
proportion as they do all the world over. 

If in some things the Indian be very differ- 
ent from otHer men, we have not to look far 
fore we find exactly what it has been that 
made him different. Does he sometimes sin 
into a strange apathy? Is he swept by hea 
strong passion? Is his revenge brutal? Is he 
all activity in his old life of adventure, and in- — 
disposed for a life of restraint and sustained 
labor? Does he face civilization with reluc- 
tance, and yet feel that itis good? Does h 
know that he must accept it, while he remem 
bers with keen relish the pleasures of his old- 
time, unfettered personal independence with 
all its exciting vicissitudes? All this is true of 
every race of men in its age of barbarism, and — 
a celebrated historian of civilization shows — 
that it was as true of our own race as of any, 


ge That way of thinking of 
n has been the source of a vast deal of our 
errors as a nation in dealing with them. From 
this it has resulted that they have not been 
brought under our laws or reconciled to our 
_ customs or mingled among our people. They 
-Yremain, even in old settled communities, a dis- 
_ tinct people, with a nationality, a religion, and 
_ manners of their own, proud of being Indians, 
not of being Americans, and hence an ob. 
struction, a gravel-stone in the machinery of 
our political and social life. 
_ From the same mode of thought has result- 
_ ed the segregation of the Indians upon reserva- 
tions from which the white man is excluded, 
_ and this not as a temporary expedient, but as 
- & permanent policy—shut up there in their 
_ own helplessness and ignorance, without the 
' stimulation which good examples of agricult- 
ure, trade, and manufacture impart—barri- 
_ caded out from the contagion of our warm, 
on-tushing, common life. While many of 
_ the white men who have intermarried with 
_ the Indians are industrious and virtuous, and 
are valuable helpers of Indian civilization, 
and have nobly seconded Missionary effort, 
_ the tendency of the reservation system has 
_ been to exclude such white men generally; 
while the vicious and lazy, who care not 
for law, have too often found in these res- 
- ervations a refuge and home. These reserva- 
tions lie in great squares of many miles in 
- extent, like blocks of granite, in the way of 
_ the progress of civilization, and shut off 
_ communication of settlers here with settlers 
there. They are thus an annoyance and vex- 
- ation to the whites. The people who occupy 
them are looked upon with dislike as aliens 
and, though they are the aboriginal occupants, 
as an interloping population, and therefore 
the legitimate subjects of degradation and op- 
pression. 
__ The sooner the Indian country can be divided 
- up into separate farms, the sooner these farms 
can be secured to the Indians by a title ad- 
; equately guarded; the sooner the remainder 
of the country can be sold to white settlers and 
the two races thus be intermingled; the sooner 
the Indians can be prepared for this change, it 
seems to me, the better.

THE WAY TO THE LIGHT. 

I do not know that any better description 
‘can be given of the mode in which an Indian 
is first awakened to the folly of his old life, 
‘and then finds his way out of it into the 


to think of the Indians better, than that which is to be found in the fol- 


lowing story of his own experience, which was 
told by one of our Christian Indians at a 
meeting held for mutual encouragement some — 
months ago: 


I first thought about the white man’s Gop, 
and became satisfied that He was the only | 
true Gop, and I believed in Him right away, 
and something seemed to say, ‘‘Go to church,” 
and I went, and thereafter attended church 
regularly. After] had attended church some 
time something seemed to tell me I ought to 
be baptized, and I at once resolved to do so, 
and received Holy Baptism accordingly. 
And then, soon after that, that mysterious 
‘something ” again seemed to say to me, ‘‘ Be 


confirmed, and eat and drink of the body and — 


” 


blood of Curisr,” and so I prepared myself, 
and when our Bishop came was confirmed, and 
then I joined in the Lorp’s Supper. After I 
had done all this, made myself a child of Gop, 
and having taken care of my soul, I set about 
for a way to save my body. I was satisfied 
that in an Indian village was no place to live, 
and in a common field was no place to farm, 
so I moved away and took a piece of land 
and built a house thereon, where I have carried 
on my farming operations ever since, and I 
can say truly that I am as comfortably situated 
as any one on this reservation, and far more 
comfortable than most of you. 

This simple story reveals to us a creature 
very much such as we are ourselves.

The Domestic Committee has looked after 
the pecuniary wants of the Mission during the 
past year with the most considerate care, and 
_ has been a pleasure to me to do what has 
» lain in my power to help them raise the sum 
which they, at the beginning of the year, 
1 ecommended the Board of Managers to vote 
for the Niobrara Mission; and it is to be un- 
rstood that the amount which the treasurer 
er orts to have been paid to the Mission rep- 
resents the whole amount expended on the 
Mission, whether the donations were made 
directly to me, or were paid into the treasury 
of the Board. The only exception to this 
statement is gifts devoted to the erection of 
buildings, record and acknowledgment of 
which appear at the close of this report. 

Our work is still largely indebted, as it has 


support. With unparalleled constancy,through 
good report and through evil report, these and 
other friends of Indian Missions have upheld 
the cause of the red men amid the varying

my privilege to meet these beloved friends on 
my visits to the East, and though it is fatiguing

; FIRE AT ST. PAUL’S SCHOOL, 

A tempest of wind, driving a prairie-fire be- 
fore it, passed over St. Paul’s School on Eas- 
ter Even, and in a few minutes swept out of 
xistence most of the out-buildings connected 
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store-room, the printing-office, and most of 
their contents. Every precaution had been 


taken to protect the buildings against such a. 


disaster. The grass in the neighborhood of 
the school had been burned off, and there was 
a Babcock fire-extinguisher at hand and in 
use; but, notwithstanding such precautions 


and. the faithful efforts of the teachers and — 


students, the wrathful elements carried before 
them all that lay in their path. The burned 
buildings were insured to the amount of 


$1,500 in the Home Insurance Co. of New 
York. This company promptly paid the 
amount of their policy, and the loss over and 
above the insurance has been made up to us 
by the gifts of generous friends. God bless 
them! 

A VIEW OF THE MISSION FIELD. 

I now proceed to present the several parts 
of the Mission somewhat in detail, and if the 
table of statistics appended to this report be 
referred to in connection with my remarks 
under the head of each Mission, and if it be 
remembered that each tribe of any size is un- 
der the charge of a chief Missionary, who, be- 
sides the care of his own congregation, visits 
regularly all the chapels and stations within the 
district assigned to him, a good general idea 
will be received of the working of the Mis- 
sion.

~The persons who in July last took posses- 
sion of the Santee Mission buildings, and 
ejected the Missionary who had been put in 
charge of them with the approval of the 
Board of Managers, were enjoined soon after 
by an order of the United States Circuit Court 
for the District of Nebraska, restraining them 
from occupying, using, or in any way inter- 
fering with the buildings, under penalty of 
$10,000 fine and imprisonment of their per- 
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sons, and the property was restored to the cus- 
tody of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society. . 

Mr. and Mrs. Fowler have taken into their 
house six lads, who are to be taught there the 

‘English tongue and the habits of Christian 
life, and, with Mr. Fowler to carry on the 
Mission farm, a capital plan, The boys are 
considered as detached from St. Paul’s School, 
and are supported on its scholarships. 
_ The Santees have become a quiet agricult- 
ural community, The general spirit of the 
people seems to be hopeful and good. The 
only occasion of a different temper is their 
- knowledge of proposed legislation which 
threatens their tenure of the homes which 
they have so patiently’ built up for them- 
selves. 

This project was revived in a resolution 
offered by a Nebraska senator about the be- 
ginning of April, in which the Indian Com- 
mittee of the Senate was instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of the measure. 

There is nothing which disturbs the process 
of Indian pacification and civilization more 
than these constantly recurring essays to de- 
prive the Indians of their lands.

This element 
meets with ridicule and sneers every essay 
which the people make toward civilization 
and Christianity, and points out to them with 
disastrous influence that the quieter and more 
industrious they become the less they seem to 
excite the attention and receive the benefac- 
tions of the Government. The spirit of the 
tribe has much improved, however, during the | 
last few years. The Rev. Mr. Walker and 
his assistants have faithfully ‘‘ borne and had 
patience.”

joyed a protection which. is rare in the Indian 
country. 

The progress of the people and the growth 
of the Church have been consequently quite 
marked. The people have shown a disposi- 
tion to break up their camp life and settle on 
separate farms, and Mr. Swift has done what 
he could to foster this essay by planting him- 
self on the Missouri River, near the Moreau, a 
hitherto isolated point, where the conditions 
are favorable to farm life, and where a large 
number of Indians were desirous to take 
claims. A neat and substantial church and a 
comfortable parsonage have been erected on a 

‘commanding site near this point, and have 
been paid for with the money raised some 
years ago by friends in Connecticut. The 
appeals of these poor people, bewildered 
and helpless as they are in their newly-adopted 
life, are pathetic indeed. One of their chiefs 
wrote me, ‘Let all our friends hear these 
Help us more and 
more.” Mr. Swift’s stations are stretched 

over a distance of sixty-five miles, and his 

Missionary trips involve him in journeys on 
horseback and in wagon which few would be 
willing to endure.

h These schools are conducted with great 
economy. The expense varies with their 
character, surroundings, and distance from 
points of supply; but we undertake, on the 
promise of the payment of $60, in addition 
to the rations and annuities furnished by 
the Government, to receive a child into one of 
our schools and care for him, mind and body, 
_ for a whole year. 
At the examination at St. Paul’s School last 
_ June it was gratifying to hear a generous- 
- hearted Presbyterian minister, who was one 
of the visitors present, open his address to 
- the pupils with the words, ‘‘ Well, boys, this 
is the first time that I ever addressed so many 
Indians together in the Hnglish language. I 
have been among them all my life, and have 
seen a great many schools, but never one 
showing the advancement and _ intelligence 
_ that you have showed here to-night.” 
Like words might, I think, be addressed to 
_ the pupils of all the schools.

The town of Springfield lies just outside 
my Mission District and within that of Bishop 
Clarkson, but for convenience of operation 


the Missionary work there has been, by mutual — 


agreement, conducted under my care. Spring- 


field is but a hamlet, but it is the seat of 


Hope School, and the Principal of that insti- 
tution is the Missionary in charge of the 
church. The children of the school worship 
there, and not a few of the white people of 
the town have learned to love to worship Gop 
in the Services of our Church who never 
joined in them before. The Congregational 
minister of the town, the Rev. Robert Kirk, 
a man of high respectability, with his two 


daughters, sought Confirmation at my hands- 


last July (1879), and is now a school teacher in 
Niobrara. 
THE BLACK HILLS. 

I have made two visits to the Black Hills 
during the past year, spending two Sundays 
there on my first visit and four on my second, 
and my observations during these visits only 
served to confirm the high opinion which I 
expressed in my last report of the great 
attractiveness of the region, because alike of 
its mineral, its agricultural, and its grazing re- 
sources, The railroads which are approach- 


ing the Hills from several different quarters — 


are every month making them more accessible. 
The agricultural lands around the Hills have 
been already pretty generally settled up by 
farmers, and the grazing ranges are being 
rapidly occupied; towns are springing up 
everywhere. Deadwood has a population of 
about 4,000; Central, two miles distant, about 
2,000; Lead, three miles from Deadwood and 
one mile from Central, about 1,500; and 
there are many towns, like Spearfish, Rapid, 
and Custer, which range in population from 
200 to 500. And nowhere in the country will 
be found men of keener minds, sounder sense’, 
or more resolute wills. The substantial brick 
buildings which have been erected in Dead- 
wood, the chief town of the mining region, 
indicate how fully persuaded the practical 
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_ business men of the place are that the 
occupation of the country will be permanent. 
Unfortunately for our prospects, the work 
which was auspiciously begun under the Rev. 
BJ. K. Lessell in July, 1878, was brought toa 
close by his illness and death. A disastrous 
fire swept over the town of Deadwood soon 
after (in September, 1879), and destroyed the 
larger portion of it. Families thought them- 
selves happy if they escaped with the cloth- 


ing on their backs, and business men found | 


themselves robbed in a few hours of their 
buildings and their stocks of goods. The com- 
~ munion plate, altar cloths and linen, and other 
church utensils were consumed in the general 
destruction. With wonderful hopefulness and 
energy, the people have rebuilt their town and 
re-stocked their stores, and the city presents 
afar better appearance than it did before the 
fire. The first years of the opening up of a 
mining country like this are of course, to the 
settlers, largely years of outlay rather than of 
income. There are residences, stores, and 
warehouses to be built, mills to be constructed, 
and heavy and costly machinery for them 
must be hauled long distances from the near- 
est point of railroad or steamboat transporta- 
tion. The population is made up chiefly of 
young men who have come out into these 
recesses of nature to make their fortunes, and 
of those who have been driven there by the 
necessity of retrieving theirs. The work of 
the resident population is rather to get out 
the rich mineral and transfer it to others at 
the centres of capital than to keep it for them- 
selves. Money is not, therefore, abundant. 
Withal, old Church habits do not exist. In 
the rush they were left in old scenes. 
No church building, no Church Services 
remind the new-comers of things divine 
and eternal, and when the Church ap- 
pears and asks for help, men are apt to 
say, ‘‘My wife and children and I must 
have shelter, food, and clothing—we can get 
along without a church.” The difficulties in 
the way of the establishment of a church are 
thus as apparent as the need of it. What 
would have become of our Church interests in 
the Black Hills but for the activity and devo- 
tion of the Christian women, I am sure I do 
not know. Without the leadership of a 
Clergyman, and, indeed, despite what must 
have seemed to them slight prospects of secur- 
ing one, they have hoped against hope, and by 


the Church, and, in the face of many 
raised $1,700 toward the purchase of a 
the erection .of a church building. — 
$800 more were raised during my visit, and 
if I can add a few hundred dollars to th 
donation of $450 made to the object by som 
friends at the East, we shall be able to Vee 
our wishes, and erect an edifice which will — 
be an ornament to the city as well as a credit 
to our Church. 
I need immediately two Missionaries for 
this most interesting and promising field, me: 
of earnest spirit, of practical sense, and of — 
ability to interest their fellow-men in that 
Word which liveth and abideth forever. By~ 
such men several congregations of considerable 
strength could be gathered immediately. ha 
CONCLUSION. zs 

Learnestly trust that the Church will not 
tire of her work of mercy toward the Indian — 
race, but will enable us to carry it forward 
‘with increased efficiency. The force of cir- 
cumstances is driving the Indians to give up — 
their wild life. Many of them are relinquish- — 
ing it of their free will; but unless they 
are most faithfully cared for at this critical a 
transition period, the log-houses which we urge 
them to erect in place of their tents, instead 
of becoming neat Christian homes, will become ~ 
the habitations of vice and squalor, and the ~ 
Indians, instead of learning to get their own” 
living, and to do their duty in that state of 
life to which it has pleased Gop to call them, 
will only change the life of the painted war- a 
rior and hunter for that of the dirty vagabond 
and pauper.

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SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF 
COLORADO AND WYOMING. 


Ir is believed that more work has been 
_ done and better progress made the year past 
than in any previous year. More Clergy have 
Bepeen employed; they have received larger 
_ support and heartier codperation. There has 
_ beena decided advance all along the line of this 
- frontier. We may summarize and give in 
~ brief the principal improvements. 
_ Grace Church, Colorado Springs, has paid 
off its debt of $2,700 and been consecrated. 
_ St. John’s Church, Boulder, has been com- 
_ pleted and consecrated. The former of these 
and St. Luke’s, Silver Cliff, have become self- 
_ supporting parishes, as did St. Mark’s, Chey- 
enne, last year. Trinity Memorial, Denver, 
_ though not strictly self-supporting, receives 
no longer Missionary aid. St. George’s, 
_ Leadville, started as self-supporting, has by 
_ far the largest congregation in the Jurisdiction. 
Tt can support its Rector, but greatly needs 
aid in building its church, of which the corner- 
_ stone has just been laid. Seven parishes in all 
receive no help, eight dispense with stipends 
_ from your Board. 
two previously organized, Lake City and 
_ Manitou, are for the first time supplied 
= _ with resident Clergy. St. Andrew’s congrega- 
tion, Manitou, and St. Luke’s, Rico, worship 
in & Gospel Tents.” The former has laid 
- the foundation of a stone chapel. St. John’s, 
- Denver, has begun the erection of a cathedral 
- or Bishop’s church for the city and Juris- 
diction, with from forty to fifty thousand 
_ dollars inhand. The Minister in charge, who 
is Dean, has built for himself a parsonage 
house costing $10,000, which the congrega- 
tion are to have on paying for it. Apart 
from this, there is not to our knowledge a dollar 
of debt on any parish, Mission, or church in the 
_ Jurisdiction, 
‘St. John’s, Ouray, has enclosed and com- 
_ pleted the basersent, which is entirely above 
_ ground, making by far the largest and finest 
- audience-room in the town. St. Peter’s, 
Pueblo, is building a parsonage. Calvary, 
Idaho Springs, has secured parsonage lots 
adjoining the church. Christ Church, Ne- 
_ vadaville, the oldest Mission in the J urisdiction,

and Emmanuel, Empire, the next oldest, have 
wonderfully revived. Christ Church, Cafion 
City, St. Matthew’s, Rosita, and the Epiphany, 
Del Norte, are the only churches vacant, except

have which ought never to have been erected. 


One sad misfortune is to be reported. All — 


Saints’ Chapel, North Denver, was recently 
destroyed by fire. It was insured for $35v. 
It will cost $1,500 to rebuild in better form. 
Some help will be necessary. 

We have now twenty-three Ministers canoni- 
cally in the Jurisdiction. Four of these are 
unemployed in Church work or have removed, 
but there are six more now at work who are 
not yet transferred tous. We have two candi- 
dates for Orders, who are studying here, the 
nucleus of our Theological School. 

ethe statistics for the year, as taken from 


the Journal of the Convocation for 1880, are as __ oe 


follows: Baptisms, 338; confirmed, 112; com- 
municants, 
school teachers and scholars, 1,605; families, 
1,669; souls, 6,317; offerings for all purposes,

property, $139,250, and the total is $225,000.

_ Wehave formed an incorporation, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Board 
of Missions in October, 1877, in which to 
Baer Vest all Church property heretofore vested in 
the Bishop and his successors in office. Itis 
constituted of the Bishop as President, the 
members of the Standing Committee, the 
Registrar, the Treasurers of Convocation, of 
_ Home Missions, and of the fund, of which a 
small beginning has been made ($375), for the 
_ support of the Episcopate, the leading Clergy 
____ of Denver, two laymen of the Bishop’s church 
_ chosen thereby, the Rural Deans, and one 
Layman of each Deanery. It is a Board of 
which the majority will always be in and near 
Denver, and yet is fairly representative 
of the Jurisdiction. It is the Board of 
_ Trustees of the Schools. It is the Board 
of Missions. It holds the legal title to the 
Mission churches, and of parish churches if 
they choose so to vest them. A quorum of 
___ the members residing in, and in the vicinity of, 
_ Denver (in Arapahoe county) is competent to 
a transact all business appertaining to the work 
in and around the city, while all the members 
must be summoned for business of a more 
general character. Thus efficiency is secured 
and no general interests sacrificed. The Board 
- ‘meets monthly, and is taking active and effi- 
i cient supervision of the work under its charge. 
Four standing committees look after the four 
principal interests in the city in the intervals of 
the meetings—one committee for each of 
_the two schools, to visit, look into the condi- 
tion of the buildings, grounds, sanitary condi- 


tions, te and report ; one for the Missi

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


= 31st, 1880, closes another year of 
work and great mental anxiety, as well as heart- 
st flerings 8 and cares. While such results as the 
Bishop earnestly longs for are lacking, yet 
the work has been done unceasingly and to 
the best of his poor ability. He has officiated 
f 503 services, preached 86 sermons, de- 
vered 90 lectures and addresses, adminis- 
tered the Lorp’s Supper 24 times, married 5 
‘couples, baptized 23 persons, confirmed 139 
candidates, consecrated 1, church, and 
‘buried 17 persons. The daily administration 
of the affairs of St. Augustine College and 
‘St. Paul’s parish has also continued to occupy 
his attention. 
‘St. Mary’s Hall he has placed entirely under 
the care of the Rev. L. D. Mansfield, a 
Deacon attached to the Diocese of California. 
The parish is a very feeble one, and has suf- 
fered greatly during the past year from 
removals; still, the congregations have been 
aes good, being composed mostly of the 
ipils from three schools and a few families 
attached to the barracks and arsenal of the 
| United States Army, located near Benicia, 
with three or four families from the popula- 
tion of the town. There is a strong hope 
that, in consequence of the Central Pacific 
Railroad passing through the town on its way 
of rom San Francisco to the eastern, northern, 
und southern parts of the State, the erin 
ion will increase, and thus the congregation 
ill be enlarged also. The schools located 
here have been benefited, and there is 
promise of a future bright with good things; 
‘but we have been living on hope so long that 
there seems to be yet an incurable apathy and 
a chronic indifference. 
_ Slow growth does not satisfy a Californian, 
especially a ‘‘forty-niner.” A full-blown, 
rilliant success, a sudden flush of prosperity, 


is what he looks for to-day as in the past. 
But such ‘‘good times” are gone forever. 
California must be content to go as other 
States—viz?, to ‘‘hasten slowly”; and not 
only so, but she must fit herself for a steady, 
earnest progress. This condition of affairs I 
think will be inaugurated here at Benicia, the 
educational centre of the State. There will be 
a steady advance, slow and sure; and those 
who come after.us will enter on the fruit of 
our labors. If our schools can only ‘‘hold 
their own,” or by the help of others be kept 


_in existence, they will: have exerted a power 


for good whose influence will be felt on 
generations yet unborn. 

The Missionary work of the Jurisdiction 
has been extended beyond Benicia to Eureka 
in Humboldt county, and to Yreka in 
Siskiyon county, nearly 450 miles to the 
north of us, and to other intermediate points. 
At Placerville, or ‘‘Hangtown,” there is a 
church building of wood, where every Sunday 
morning Divine Service has been held by the 
Rev. C. C. Pierce since 1860. This faithful - 
and devoted celibate travels all over Eldorado 
county, ministering to the people, distributing 
books and papers, and by his holy life-preach- 
ing setting an example never to be forgotten. 
With the children everywhere he is a 
universal favorite. 

The Bishop’s chaplain, the Rev, Thomas 
Smith, has been holding Services at Sonoma 
in the county of the same name; at Woodland 
and Knight’s Landing in Yolo county; at Au- 
burn in Placer county; at Folsom in Sacra- 
mento county; at Wheatland and Smartsville 
in Yuba county; at Chico in Butte county; 
at Tehama and Red Bluff in Tehama county ~ 
At Wheatland and Folsom are the only 
church buildings in all this circuit of Mis- 
sionary labor—two small structures, which a

hundred people each would crowd. The| a: 


Missionary has done faithful and unceasing 
work, baptizing, burying, preaching from 
place to place. His efforts were crowned with 
many touching instances of success; but in 
all this vast country there was not interest 
enough in the Church to provide for bodily 
wants, or even to meet his heavy travelling 
expenses. Unfortunately, such unwearied 
work had to be done by a man, and not by an 
angel. Spirit may live without material food 
and raiment, but the messengers of Gop in 
His Church on earth must be fed and clothed. 
The Missionary Board contributed to this end 
in this case, but not enough to support him. 
Hence, he has sought to serve the Lorp in 
another field, and now this sunburnt country’s 
sheep must go untended, fer the present at 
least. Perhaps another self-denying, self-sac- 
rificing itinerant may present himself as a suc- 
cessor, but such men are scarce anywhere, 
and, in California, ‘‘far between.” 

The Rev. E. H. Ward has been serving a 
congregation of about 250 persons in the city 
of Sacramento. Here isa population of about 


20,000 persons, most of whom are utterly in- 
- different to anything beyond what can be 
touched, tasted, and handled. A few fami- 
lies in a rented building are struggling to 


sustain the Services of the Church in this 
community, and are barely able to meet the 
demands of another bachelor Clergyman. So 
unhealthy is the climate of this place that the 
present Rector has been compelled to go away 
to recruit his health during the present sum- 
mer season. 

The Rev. G. B. Allen has been laboring in 
the town of Petaluma, Sonoma county, and 
with some success. The congregation of St. 
John’s parish has a church building to wor- 
ship in, and a pleasant home adjoining for its 
Rector to occupy with his wife and eight boys. 
This family he is expected to support and 
educate on a salary of $100 per month! 

The Rev. E. C. Cowan has officiated at 
Suisin, Bridgeport, Elmira, and other points 
in Solano county. In the former village is a 
small church building, with a smaller parson- 
age attached, capable of accommodating a 
very small family. The Missionary in charge 
here during the past two years leaves to-mor- 
row for the East. He came to California with 
the Pacific Coast Mission under the leadership 
of the Rev. Dr. Breck, and consequently has 
ministered here for twelve years, being most 
of the time an instructor of the young as well

At Marysville, in Sutter county, resides 
Rev. W. H. Stoy, the Rector of St. John 
Church, a small brick building, with a capac 
of about 200 persons. This is perhaps tl 
oldest parish in the Jurisdiction. There 
however, very little life in the place in co 
quence of overflows from the river, because 
the débris brought from the mines some mil 
above the town. Marysville may be said to 
be ‘‘a good place to go away from.” He 
Mr. Stoy, the Missionary, is about to wing] 
flight to some more congenial clime, wh 
there is no danger of a flood, and w 
malaria prevaileth not.

6 So faithful a worker has the sympathy of his 
__ brethren at home and abroad. 
_ Away off to the north-west, in the county 
_ of Humboldt, is the seaport town of Eureka, 
_ Here is a church building and a rectory ad- 
_ joining on the church lot. The Rev. Dr. 
_ Lathrop resides here, and is the Rector. He 
: lives ina seminary for the education of young 
_ ladies, and conducts the institution as well as 
_ the parish. The town is in a very depressed 
_ Condition, as is every part of California now, 
_ Owing to the lack of business and demand for 
_ the timber which is cut here from the great 
_ red-wood forests of the county. The immense 
- saw-mills, with all modern improvements in 
' machinery, are silent, where a few years ago 
all was life and animation. Millions of dol- 
jars are dormant in woods. The congrega- 
_ tions are very small and indifferent. Isolated 
-as the people are, they seem to have no re- 
sources within themselves, and hence are very 
difficult to reach. The Bishop visited this 
parish during the last month, travelling to it 
_by sea some 450 miles, and returning by land 
in stages or mud-wagons. A fearful trip! 
The Rey. R. H. Kline, a Clergyman of the 
_ Jurisdiction of Nevada, has been officiating at 
_ Napa, in Napa county, this year. He has 
_ proven very acceptable to the people, but the 
_ support is so smal] that he too has resigned and 
- gone back to the East, probably to remain. 
eS - During the past year some of the most influ- 
ential persons in the parish have removed to 
_ San Francisco, and none have come in to sup- 
ply their loss. Such has been the case with 
all parts of the Jurisdiction, and the conse- 
- quence is that we do not hold our own. 
As fast as we add to the strength and numbers 
_ of our communicants we are depleted by the 
~ restless spirit of removal. 

The Rev. T. G. Williams, of the Diocese of 
California, has been faithfully laboring at 
Yreka, in Siskiyon county, amidst the sorest 
- discouragements. This place is a broken- 
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down mining-camp, the only town of any 
importance in a county as large as the State 
of Massachusetts, Five years ago there was 
not a Churchman in the community, but by 
dint of patient work there are now about a 
dozen communicants, who are holding to- 
gether and attempting to build a church. <A 
small wooden structure 
erection, and it is expected that when the 
little congregation has a local habitation it 
will increase and strengthen. Mr. Williams 
also officiates at Fort Jones, a little village 
about eighteen miles distant. 


Vallejo, where the Rev. W. 8. Cochran has 
officiated for eight months to a small congre- 
gation, which worships in a neat church, 
erected some years ago through the energy of 
an aged Clergyman while on a visit to some of 
his friends at the naval station close by. Mr. 
Cochran feels encouraged in his work, and, 
if he can be supported, will remain as the 
Rector for a while longer. Most of the popu- 
lation, being dependent on the navy-yard at 
Mare Island, are very uncertain, and hence 
there is very little reliance to be placed in the 
continued prosperity of the parish. 


in Lake and Mendocino counties. There is no 
house of worship for his people, but he has 
succeeded in gathering congregations every 
Sunday at some point, and particularly at 
Lakeport, a small village on the banks of 
Clear Lake. He is from the Diocese of 
Brunswick, and sojourning here on account 
of his health, which the climate of this part 
of the State has greatly benefited. For 
several months past he has been visiting his 
former home in Canada, and before his return 
will represent the Jurisdiction in the General 
Convention as alternate to the Rev. E. C. 
Cowan. There is very little encouragement 
to labor in this Missionary field, owing to the 
indifference of the people, and the long dis- 
tances to be travelled by private conveyance 
over mountain roads heavy with mud in 
winter and covered with finest dust in sum- 
mer.

Ward since April, the Rev. R. M. Chapman, 
D.D., of the Diocese of Southern Ohio, has

763 are communicants. The land, churches, 
rectories, and other property are valued at 
$55,325. The present state of the Church is 
scarcely an improvement on the last annual 
report, nor is there any change for the better 
in the circumstances under which the work 
‘has been done. Indifferentism, materialism,

and five Clergymen and_ representatives 

_ from four Missions were present. Delegates to

The reports from the various Missions

_ ‘The long drought in New Mexico has come 

~ toanend. The Territory, having been blessed

large numbers, and every interest is feeling 
the impetus imparted by the influx of capital 
and enterprise.

But the manage- 
ment of this road is wonderfully aggressive: 
it gives up no plans once undertaken. No 
doubt it will go on south to Mexico. 

The Atlantic and Pacific, branching off from 
the Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fé Railroad at 
Albuquerque, is building westward toward 
Prescott, Arizona. It began only four or five 
months ago, and one hundred miles of the 
road is to be in operation this fall. The 
road will be pushed forward with the greatest 
rapidity, as the charter requires it to be com- 
pleted to the Pacific coast within two years. 

This great civilizer cannot but work vast 
changes for the better, as concerns material 
development, in the next few years. The 
Church has not been much in advance of the 
railroad; surely she should now follow and 
keep pace with it.

__ WE are happy to be able to begin this re- 
port, as those which have preceded it, with an 
- expression of grateful thanks to Almighty Gop 
_ for His preservation of us in health and active 
work during the year just closed. 
The great scarcity of rain, which caused an 
almost total failure of the corn crop last sea- 
son, afflicted many families and communities 
severely. In some portions of the country as 
much as five dollars per bushel was paid for 
corn last winter; and in one locality which I 
have visited even the extravagant sum of one 
dollar per quart was offered and refused for 
this necessary article of food. The conse- 
quence of this condition of things may be 
imagined. Many families were compelled to 
_ Sell all their cattle to sustain life, and have been 
reduced to poverty. The abundant crop of 
_ the present year has, therefore, been called 
upon to supply the large deficiencies of the 
past. The people have been unable to con- 
tribute as liberally toward ministerial support 
and the other requirements of religion as we 
had hoped. With returning plenty we shall 
look, and I hope not in vain, for increased 
Beerre: 
GENERAL OUTLOOK, 
The general outlook is more promising than 
at any previous time. The State is prosperous 
ina very high degree. There is the stir and 
activity of new life and industry over vast 
areas of its surface. New towns are rising in 
every direction in obedience to the magnetic 
influence of railroad iron. Immense _ tracts 
are being enclosed with wire fencing, to afford 
_ pasturage for improved stock. Vast prairies 
of virgin soil feel the ploughshare where 
hitherto the prairie dogs have led gregarious 
lives in undisturbed repose. Immigration is 
spreading over the Western plains like the 
rising tide upon the shoals.

This hasty sketch will be sufficient to show 
the thoughful reader that new towns and 
centres of trade and commerce may be ex- 
pected to spring suddenly into existence along 
all these great avenues of travel. Out of 
this again will grow the imperative demand 
that the Church be ready to plant her standard 
wherever commerce is able to unfurl her 
And as commerce carries her capital 
in her hand, invests it in these new fields, and 
patiently labors and waits for her returns, so 
also must the Church come prepared to lay her 
foundations deep and broad, rear her altars, 
and send out her Missionaries bearing their 
precious seed and the various talents which 
have been entrusted to them to trade with. 
She too must patiently learn to labor and to 
wait, cheered by the certainty that in due 
season she shall reap if she faint not, and that 
when the Master cometh and reckoneth with 
His servants her reward shall be sure. 


PARISHES, 


All the parishes show signs of improvement 
and effective work, though presenting in every 
direction abundant evidence of things still 
needed. 

St. Matthew’s, Dallas, preserves its effi- 
ciency under the able guidance of its devoted 
Rector, the Rev. 8. H. Green. 
always open, its seats always free, and the 


_ Daily Prayer is said throughout the year. 


But Dallas is now too large to be success- 
fully worked by any one man, no matter how 
great his zeal. Hence, the Chapel of the In- 
carnation, under the care of the Rev. J. F. 
Hamilton, is doing a most necessary and 


‘blessed work in a neglected part of the city. 


Another, to be called the Chapel of the Trans- 
figuration, I hope soon to build near the 
Union Depot, for the special benefit of the 
many persons employed about the railroads 
and steam mills in that neighborhood. It is 


to be in memory of Miss Caroline Colby, of 
Boston, the well-known devoted friend of 
the Indian and the poor Missions of the 
Church. Something has been collected tow- 
ard it by the self-denying labors of her sister 
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THERN TEXAS. 

and other friends, but as yet the amount is 
too small to warrant the commencement of 
the work. 

St. Luke’s, Denison, has reached a condi- 
tion of self-support, and has relieved the Mis- 
sionary appropriation from further tax. The 
Rev. John Davis is much pleased with his 
field of labor, and has already won the esteem 
and love of the whole community. Denison 
is fast becoming a railroad centre of much im- 
portance. Four iron roads already carry their 
freight and passengers into it. The Church 
has felt the influence of its prosperity, and the 
result is manifest. 

St. Stephen’s, Sherman, still enjoys the pa- 
tient toil and self-denying service of the Rev. G. 
E. Purucker. This good man has no salary 
promised, and sustains life from such offerings 
as are placed upon the altar. His people have 
not yet reached that high plane of Christian 
training from which the blessedness of support- 
ing the Ministry in this primitive method may 
be clearly discerned. How this good and pa- 
tient man contrives to keep himself and fam- 
ily alive on the extremely inadequate amount 
received each week is a problem which I fear 
causes many anxieties inits solution. His work 
among the poor of Curist’s flock is of the best 
and purest kind, but they are not able to supply 
in return the things needed for the body. The 
church is beautiful, the parsonage comfort- 
able, the city prosperous, the Minister respect- 
ed for his holy life and devotion to his work, 
but the people do not seem to think that they 
owe any material acknowledgment either of 
Gop’s goodness or His servant’s fidelity. How 
long this condition of things can last remains 
to be seen. 

The Holy Cross, Paris, has added a pretty 
font to its furniture. Services are held here 
on two Sundays in the month by the Rev. E. 
G. Benners, of the Diocese of Texas. The 
Parisians do not feel able to undertake even 
the partial support of a resident Minister. 
Their pretty town affords evidence of great 
prosperity. The portion which had been de- 
stroyed by fire has been rebuilt in a handsome 
and substantial manner. The Church ele- 
ment, however, is small, and owns but a 
trifling share in the wealth of the place. Good 
work is being done by the faithful Missionary, 
which will yield its fruit in due season. 

St. James’, Texarkana, under the care of 
the Rey. B. F. Newton, continues its use- 
ful and prosperous work. The town is an 
important railroad centre, and improves with 
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the steady growth which comes of an assured 
future. A valuable site has been secured for 
a parsonage, and something has also been col- 
lected, I am informed, toward its erection. 
The parish is conscientious about assuming 
pecuniary obligations, and also in paying them, 

‘Hopes are entertained that it will soon be able 
to take care of itself, and thus set the Mission- 
ary appropriation free for other more needy 
places. 

St. John’s, Corsicana, where the Rev. Peter 
Wager is Rector, has received a very pretty 
marble font, and also a Bishop’s chair. The 
chancel has been carpeted. These things add 
very much ‘to its attractiveness. The rectory 
is a large and comfortable house in summer, 
but for winter use it-will need a good deal of 
ceiling before it will effectively exclude a 
‘‘norther.” The patient Missionary, who is 
doing faithful work, hopes that some kind 
friends may send him sufficient means to make 
his home weather-proof before the frosty winds 
begin to blow. The town is improving very 
much in anxious expectation of the St. Louis 
and Texas narrow-gauge railway, which is 
approaching it from Athens, A new cotton 
compress is being erected. Among the per- 
sons employed about this new work, and also 
in the Houston and Texas Central car-shops, 
Mr. Wager is doing effective service. 

St. Andrew’s, Fort Worth, in the hands of 
the Rev. W. W. Patrick, is doing its appoint- 
ed work with quiet, persistent determination. 
The parish is at present without a vestry, 
having failed to elect one at Easter, although 
due notice had been given. The Rector, with 
the faithful aid and codperation of the treas- 
urer, has worked the finances up to a better 
condition than was ever attained under the 
vestry. The parsonage has been much en- 
larged and improved, which adds greatly to 
the comfort and health of its occupants, 

The Holy Comforter, Cleburne, still en- 
joys the able ministry of the Rev. J. T. 
Hutcheson, The marked ability and scholar- 
ship of this good man have at length made 
themselves felt. Financially the parish is weak, 
and seems likely to continue so, for Cleburne’s 
railroads have not yet been built. On the 
occasion of a recent visit an enthusiastic 
vestryman wrung my hand, and said, ‘‘ We 
have the best preacher in the State!” I was 
delighted to hear it, and barely ventured to 
hint that he would doubtless like to feel his

ORGANIZED MISSIONS. : 

Christ Church, Clarksville, where the 
Rev. A. M. Whitten is in charge, has nobly 
fulfilled its promise. The old school- -house_ 
has been remodelled inside and out. It now — 
makes a neat and substantial school chape 
and equal to all the present needs of the 
church. A neat and comfortable parsonage has 
just been completed, and is now occupied by — 
the Missionary, to his great refreshment. His" 
meagre income is eked out by a small parish- 
school. He is doing a noble and true work, 
which will abide. He also holds occasional 
Services at Blossom Prairie and Sylvan. 

Trinity, Bonham, makes very slow progre : 
The Rey. T. B. Lawson, D.D., sustains hi 
self chiefly by teaching. He is universally. 
beloved, a man of fine scholarship and abili 
and possessing remarkable skill in dealing 
with sectarian controversy. A lot has been 
presented, upon which he hopes to build a 
small church. Ihave promised to assist him 
to the best of my ability. & 

St. Mark’s, Honey Grove, also in charge 0 
Dr. Lawson, still occupies a building fitted 
up with the codperation of the Presbyterians. 
These brethren dwell together in unity, usin 
the building for their respective services on 
alternate Sundays. The arrangement is hardly 
conducive to spiritual health, We are ex 
tremely anxious to build a small church 
where our traditions and customs may be ob 
served without let or hindrance. A site has 
been secured, and I have promised such as 
sistance as I may be able to command, 

St. Peter’s, McKinney, has disappointed our — 
hopes. The Rev. Mr. Purucker, of Sherman, 
held monthly Services for many months, The | 
expenses of travel were the only charge mad ~ 
upon the liberality of this people. Finally 
they wrote me requesting the Missiona 
might be withdrawn, as they were unable t 
afford the amount required to defray expense 
The Missionary was withdrawn and sent else- — 
where.

And here allow me to make a general remark, 
and also to give it all the emphasis I can. 
New towns, where everything is being created 
by the investment of capital in the hope of 
future returns, are unable, even if they were 
willing, to support the Ministry in comfort. 
The Church must invest her capital in sure 
and certain faith that Gop will give the in- 
Z crease, or she will be driven from the field. 

Her Missionaries must not only be sent, but 
z sustained, if her work is to grow and prosper. 
_ $t. Paul’s, Gainesville, gives promise of 
good results, soon to be realized. The Rev. 
_ G. E. Purucker holds monthly Services.

Since the Denison and Pacific railway has 
~ reached Gainesville its growth has been remark- 
able. Two fine brick hotels, gas works, whole 
blocks of brick stores, and very many resi- 
_ dences are among the improvements. Of 


“the new arrivals, a few belong to the Church, 
They express themselves as most anxious to 
have a suitable Church building without delay. 
I accordingly appointed a building committee 
of active, earnest men, put various plans be- 
fore them, and set them to work to raise the 
funds necessary for their purpose.. A promise 
of five hundred dollars, which a member of 
St. Peter’s Church, Germantown, enabled me 
to make, added an effective stimulant. I hope 
they will adopt the prettiest of the plans sub- 
mitted, and build it in its integrity. 

The Good Samaritan, Eagle Cove, has asked 
tn vain for a Missionary without incumbrance. 
No such man has offered to occupy the field. 
Tam now on my way to lay the corner-stone 
of the church, to be called by the sweet name 
above. The name was chosen by a noble 
lady of New York, who has enabled me to of- 
fer the sum of five hundred dollars in aid of 
the building. I visited the settlement in July 
and marked out the site. The people have 
since been diligently at work hauling stone 
and burning lime. I have secured by pur- 
chase one hundred and sixty acres of land, 
centrally located, and well adapted for our 
purpose. The church will occupy a com- 
manding position, in a pretty oak grove upon 
an eminence. ‘The remainder of the land will 
afford ample space for a parsonage and glebe, 
and also for a burial-ground, The Texas and 
Pacific Railroad is to pass within about ten 
miles of the settlement, which point it will 
probably reach this winter. Eagle Cove will 
then be a most delightful rural parish, within 
easy reach of towns and cities from which it 
has been so far removed. The people are at 
present poor. Much more help will, there- 
fore, be needed to crown this work with suc- 
cess than I have been able to offer, 


FRESH DEMANDS. 

Besides the growing necessities enumerated 
it will be well to remember that the unpre- 
cedented amount of railroad construction al- 
ready referred to is producing a corresponding 
development of life, trade, and settlement. 
This again makes fresh demands upon the 
Church. She must place her Bishop and 
other Missionaries on wheels and keep them 
moving if she wish to keep pace with the 
country and the age. Beginning on the 


extreme east we will travel westward, touch- 
ing only at places which have claimed atten- 
tion within the year. 

Mount Pleasant has been startled from a 
sleep which looked marvellously like death 
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when I first visited its deserted streets. The 
St. Louis and Texas narrow-gauge railway 
has thrilled it by its magnetic touch. Its 
buildings are once more occupied, and its 
trade revived, Here the Rev. B. F. Newton 
visits occasionally from Texarkana. 

Pittsburgh, which I formerly sought with 
much toilsome wandering, is now the point 
of intersection of two railways, and has 
put on the bustle and importance of new 
life. The Rev. E. G. Benners holds occa- 
sional Services. 

Sulphur Springs, which lay dormant for 
some years, has felt the pulse of fresh vital- 
ity. The East Line narrow gauge has made 
it a temporary terminus, and the effect is 
manifest. We have some people scattered 
in the neighborhood who are thankful for 
the occasional Services supplied by Mr. Ben- 
ners, 

A Missionary should be provided, and for 
the most part sustained until his work could 
grow, to reside at Pittsburgh and itinerate on 
the railroads crossing there. The Church can 
never be planted in that region by the agen- 
cies at present ready tomy hand. We can 
only hope to break the Bread of Life to the 
few scattered souls belonging to us who watch 
for our coming. But aggressive work, by 
which the masses of the population, both 
white and colored, may be reached, is simply 
impossible in our present circumstances. 

Greeneville will soon be a railroad centre of 
some importance. It feels the throb of a 
rising pulse, and has on every side put forth 
evidences of a stronger life. The few there 
also who know not the voice of strangers 
have repeatedly begged for the visits of some 
Missionary, but in vain. Their pleading 
should no longer be neglected. But how is 
it to be met without increased liberality on 
the part of those who are stewards of Gop's 
treasures ? 

Passing entirely across the region of the 
Houston and Texas Central Railroad, we stop 
for a moment at Whitney, upon the Waco 
extension of that line. About seven months 
ago no such town existed, if, indeed, it had 
even been surveyed. It now numbers over 
seven hundred inhabitants. Substantial build- 
ings of brick attest the confidence of its 
people. 

Morgan is a few miles further along, a 
much newer town than Whitney. All its 
restaurants have saloons in front, with quarts 
and pints of strong drink conspicuously ar- 


raged while the smaller measur are 
fully screened from view. Throug) 
enchanting vestibule the hungry man p 
in search of food.

self was the divinely-appointed Mission- 
ary Society. 
At the General Convention of that 


_year (1835), as is well known, a reor- 


ganization of the Society took place 
upon the basis of these truths. From 
that time dates the present system of 
administration in two principal depart- 
ments, Domestic and Foreign, both re- 
porting to, and seeking confirmation 
of their action from, one Board, thus 
preserving at once the unity of the So- 
ciety and of the field. 

These facts are recurred to at this 
time for the purpose of calling to mind 
the wonderful progress of one half-cen- 
tury; for it was in 1829 and 1830 that 
the Rev. Messrs. Robertson and Hill, 
with their wives, were appointed the 
first representatives of this Church to 
any foreign land. They continued for 
five years her only Missionaries abroad.

DEATH OF MR. STEWART BROWN, 


Each year since the organization of 
the present Board of. Managers we 
have been obliged to report the death 
of a lay member of this Committee— 
Mr. William Welsh in 1878, Mr. 
Thomas A. Tillinghast in 1879 (notices 
of which appeared in the reports for 
those years), and Mr. Srewart Brown 
on the 30th of January last. Mr. 
Brown had been a thoroughly active 
‘member of the Foreign Committee 
for thirty years. He was always 
ready, in accordance with his high 
Christian character, to give as freely as 
he had received of his time, of his 
talents, and of his means for the prose- 
cution of the Lorp’s work. His loss 
fell not upon this Committee and Board 
only, but upon very many of the chari- 
table associations of the Church, and of 
this city. The Committee met immedi- 
ately, and adopted a suitable Minute, 
which was subsequently made the action 
of the Board, forwarded to the mem- 
bers of his family, and given proper 
publication in the Church press,

Dr. Denison has served the Church in . connection with its Committee on Foreign Missio1 
for nearly thirty years, either as Assistant Treasurer, Local Secretary, Secretary and General 
Agent, or Honorary Secretary, with rare fidelity, ability, and acceptance. His business 

~ education and orderly habits fitted him for successfully arranging the various and necessary — 
‘financial and business methods required in the complicated affairs of our distant Foreign Mis- | 
sions with order and system during the formative and early period of their history; while he also — 
accomplished his executive duties in connection with these affairs with economy and efficiency. 

But, although his services in these business departments were important, yet they were 
far more influential and effective in the higher executive duties he was called to perform in . 
his intercourse with our Missionaries when here for instruction and advice, and in his corre-— 
spondence with them when abroad in their different fields of labor. He knew them all, their — 
personal history and characteristics, their capabilities and trials, and their adaptability to 
their several fields of labor and exposure.

CAPE PALMAS DISTRICT. 

Work has been carried on during the past 
year at seven stations in this district. Not 
the least important feature of this work has 
been that of the native Missionary Physician, 
who, it will be remembered, is an alumnus of 
the medical department of the University of 
Michigan.

couraged, especially as to-his efforts among

the members of his own tribe, the Greboes. - 


_ Hehad received for treatment during the year 
ending June 30th, 1880, 619 patients, of whom 
_ 368 were natives, 246 Liberians, and 5 for- 
4 eigners; 17 of this number died, and 573 
were dismissed as cured. From ‘‘pay”’ pa- 
tients he received $112.36, which was expend- 
ed, with the exception of a very small bal- 
ance, for the benefit of the others. 

St. Mark’s Church, Cape Palmas.—Minister 
and people Liberians. The Rev. 8S. D. Fer- 
guson reports: Baptisms, 16; Confirmations, 8;

_ public Services were held during the year.

an average attendance of 112 individuals.

~ neration from the Society. In January last 
the church building fell to the ground. The 
- congregation immediately entered upon the 
work of rebuilding, in which they have made 
_.some substantial progress. Mr. Monger says: 
_ “ Weare in hopes, with the assistance of our 
friends abroad, to have it completed by 
Christmas.” He thinks much good would be 
effected by the establishment of a parish 
school. He has had an application for a 
school among the Sinoe tribe. He continues: 
‘*T assured them that I would open such a 
school if provision could be made for books, if 
‘nothing more.” There are 31 communicants 
at the station. 
Bassa.— This is also a Liberian station, with 
‘its minister of the people. The Rev. L. L. 
‘Montgomery being alone, except for the as- 
sistance of Mr. A. A. Herring, his Lay-reader, 
"nevertheless feels constrained to extend his ef. 
forts to labor among the Kroos in the neigh- 
_ borhood. He sustains Services at three points, 
having an average attendance of 42 Liberians 
and 16 natives. In answer to the question, 
‘How does the present state of the Mission 
compare with the past? Mr. Montgomery re- 
plies: ‘Operations here are now regarded as 
being permanent, and the prospect is hopeful.” 
He has only 14 communicants, yet he writes, 
nothing dismayed by the smallness of his 
working force: ‘‘ During the year now under 
review considerable effort has been put forth 
to secure funds for our church building; but 
times have been so bad, and are yet, that the 
result has not reached our expectations, From 
all sources there is now, besides the sum of 
$416.76 in the hands of the Foreign Commit- 
tee, about $200 available for this work, with 
about the same amount in pledges. The 
prospect is not very encouraging just now, 
- but we hope to continue to make progress in 
_ this item of work. The proposed church— 
stone foundation already laid—is to be of 
brick, strong and substantial, plain and inex- 
pensive as possible. The sum of $2,500 will

MONROVIA AND CAPE MOUNT DISTRICT. 


St. Paul's River—The Missionary at this 
point, a Liberian, has his headquarters at — 
Crozierville, where he ministers to his own 
people. He extends his labors, however, 
among the natives of the region, whom he 
meets at five or six of their villages. From 
these points they go out to work their rice 
crops, but it appears that the Rev. Mr. Hunte | 
is careful to follow them up. One of the — 
chiefs has left three boys in his care, whom — 
he hopes will be ultimately given up to him 
for instruction, in which event he trusts that — 
some one will provide for their maintenance. 4 
There is some suffering just now among these 3 
people because of the blight upon the rice 3 
crop, and because of the war interiorward. 


Cape Mount Station. —The schools at this 
station are going on with much promise. The — 
scholars there are all supported by scholar- 
ships taken in this country. It would seem — 
that all the scholarships have been taken that — 
are likely to be required for the present, 
There are quite a number that cannot be as- — 
signed. There are 82 boarding scholars and — 
93 day scholars under instruction. There — 
have been four Baptisms during the year. It 
is something of a disappointment to find, after — 
the reported salubrity of the place, that Cape i 
Mount is not free from the distressing and 
perilous African fever. All our Mission- 
aries have suffered during the year from this — 
disease; some of them more severely than — ‘ j 
others. At last accounts Miss Thomas, who 
had been very sick, hadina measure recovered. 
Reference to the full report from this station, _ 
published in October, will show that they are 
ready, however, to ‘‘endure hardness as good ~ 
soldiers of Jesus Curist.”

The reports which come from this Mission 
are very full of interest. Portions of them 
will be found in THe Sprrir or Missrons 
for October. It is hoped there will be room 
to publish other portions in future numbers. 

_ As at the beginning of this Report, turning 
our eyes back for fifty or sixty years, we 
looked at the then and now of the Missionary 
Society, so a similar comparison is invited 
with respect to this Mission alone. In 1835 
the Rev. Messrs. Hanson and Lockwood found 
that it was only by taking employment as 
merchants’ clerks that they could reside at 
all in China. Declining to do this, they 
located themselves at Batavia in Java, with a 
view tolaboring among the Chinese there resi- 
dent. At this place they were joined, about 
eighteen months later, by the Rev. William J. 
Boone (afterward Bishop). It was not until 
1840 that the Mission was removed to China 
proper;:and for seven years thereafter there 
were no Baptisms, but only diligent labor in 
digging deep to lay well the foundations of 
this Mission, which reports to-day a staff of 


_ six native Clergy (two others have died), an 


average attendance of one thousand upon public 
worship, three hundred native communicants, 
with one hundred and eleven Baptisms for the 
year, together with a preparation for the fu- 
ture represented by a College, four Boarding- 
schools, and thirty Day-schools, containing to- 
gether about seven hundred pupils. Never was 
the prospect more encouraging. The first la- 
borers toiled faithfully; those who came after 
have entered into their labors. Bishop Scheres- 
chewsky’s College is the legitimate outcome of 
Bishop Boone’s Boys’ Boarding-school; and it

There is no question in the mind of any 
person at all informed upon the subject that 
there is now for the Gospel an open door in 
Japan. There isa crisis affording opportu- 
nity for Christian work which should impel 
all who profess and call themselves Christians 
to redoubled efforts in behalf of this people. 
They have broken away from their old form 
of government, they have, in large measure, 
thrown aside their idols, and, in their seeking 
for ‘‘ Western civilization,” are asking, What 
next? The choice seems to lie between Ra- 
tionalism and Christianity. The disciples of 
the former are certainly not lax in their efforts 
to influence the Japanese. It lies with the 
disciples of Crrist to see to it that they have 
the truths of Christianity put before them and 
made so plain ‘‘ that he may run that readeth ” ;

The Bishop has 
had before him for some time an educational 
plan, looking to the establishment of a Normal 
and Divinity School, which he hopes ultimate- 
ly to make self-supporting; but as yet the 
way has not been clear for the Board to aid 
him in this project.

THE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY : 
BISHOP OF YEDO. 
For the year ending June 80th, 1880. 


THE outlook of the Mission is brighter, and 
the prospects for the future seem more en- 
couraging than at any previous time. The 
addition to our force already arrived in the 
field—another Clergyman, and a Teacher for 

our Boys’ School expected soon to join our 
little band—the increase in the number of 
‘Baptisms, Confirmations, and communicants, 
the greater earnestness and activity of many 
of the Christians, and the improved basis on 
which our boarding-schools are to be placed— 
all give promise of greater success in future, 
and cheer the laborers in the work. 


OSAKA, 


The seed so diligently sown in past years is 
beginning to bear fruit, and a larger number 
of Baptisms are reported than in any year 
since 1875, and, what is most encouraging, one 
half of the number are grown men and heads 
of families. Most of those who have been 
baptized in years past were quite young, 
pupils in our Boys’ School, who soon moved 
away, and therefore rendered no assistance in 
building up the Church; but all of those 
baptized this year are residents of Osaka, and 
some of them already give evidence that they 
feel the responsibility which rests upon them 
as soldiers and servants of Crrist to go to 
work and try to lead others to a knowledge of 
the Saviour, Who has bought them with 
His most precious blood. At the request of a 
man partially blind, now under treatment at 
the Dispensary, one of those lately baptized 
goes once a week to the blind man’s house to 
teach him and his friends and neighbors, 
whom he gathers in. This man has been Dr. 
Laning’s teacher for five or six years, and is 
well instructed in Christianity. He was 
formerly a Buddhist priest, and had many 
doubts and difficulties to overcome before he 
could accept the truth. It is hoped that he 
may become a useful Catechist after a while. 

Dr. Laning’s work grows year by year into 
larger proportions, and this shows that his 
quiet Christian character, uniform kindness, 
and manifest skill in his profession continue 
to gain for him the confidence of the Japanese.

MISS FAY’S REMAINS BROUGHT TO SHANGHAI. 


The removal of Miss Fay’s remains from 
Chefoo to Shanghai, which was done this 
spring, was desired by many persons, both 
' here and in the United States, who had so 
many warm memories of her life-work at 
this place. The attendance of numerous 
foreign and_native friends at the interment 
was but an added testimony to her deep-felt 
influence. In this connection we were glad 
to secure a Mission plot in the new cemetery, 
a bright, well-cared-for resting-place for those 
called from their labors while at work in this 
land. 


ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES. 


The departure of Dr. Bunn in July, 1879, 
and of Mr. Hoyt in March, 1880, from Wu- 
chang must be noted, as both had done such 
good work there, and left in many hearts a 
memory of kind acts and earnest words that 
will not fade. Dr. Bunn we earnestly hope to 
see returning to his work, but Mr. Hoyt has, 
through imperative necessity, given up his 
direct connection with this field. The ex- 
ample of his return to China, and the work 
accomplished while he was here, deserve the 
heartiest recognition of his Bishop and the 
Church, The arrival, on return from leave 
of absence, of the Rev. Wm. J. Boone and 
family and Miss Nelson in November was 
most welcome, and work was ready at hand 
to fully occupy them. Mr. Boone was as- 


signed to the work in the College, and 
pointed resident head of the Theolo; 
School. Also, as Treasurer, and in

It seems well that their desires 
should be met, even though not directly in 
bi 2 “the line of our purposed work, and, if pos- 
sible, an arrangement will be duis to secure 
a teacher locally for this work. 
ITS NEEDS AND POSSIBLE OPPORTUNITIES. 
_ I would like, however, to add that this be- 
ginning, though humble, is all that we can 
expect with such limited means as are at our 
disposal. Endowed professorships, and men 
_ of technical training and some name in the 

Scientific departments, would impress those 
_ who are hardly or not at all affected now by 

our quieter educational work. In India, and 
_ even in the ‘Turkish Empire, there is more 

general attention paid to what is being done 
in educational matters; but as yet in China it 
is only the very few who know enough of 
Western achievements in science or literature 
to seek for what is offered them. Again, in 
‘India all Government interests tend to pro- 
mote study in the Western sense of that term, 
while the examinations in China call only for 
_ the stereotyped, time-honored essays on texts 
‘from the native classics. Once let a change 
‘be made in this respect, and there will be a 
_ great demand for our teachers and schools, 
_ Shall we not, then, bide our time, and do as 
- faithful work as we can with the lads under 
our care, preparing, year by year, helpers for 
our own immediate work? Yet most ear- 
“nestly do I press upon those in the Church 
‘who have the means to do so the great ad- 
vantage it would give us, and the help it 
would prove to bring in the day of light and 
progress for this people, if they would pro- 
vide the means to build up the scientific de- 
partment of St. John’s.

WUCHANG—ITS SUCCESS AND ITS GREAT 


NEEDS. 

As to work at Wuchang, I feel that it is far. 
more encouraging and promising than that 
about us. Away from adverse foreign in- 
fluences, and among a people more hardy, 
independent, and blest, we cannot doubt, 
through its many trials and losses, there has 
been more effort made by our converts to 
bring others to their new-found faith. 

Mr. Sayres went up to Wuchang at once af- 
ter his ordination to the Priesthood last Decem- 
ber, and since Mr. Hoyt’s departure for home, 
in March, has had charge of, and been alone in, 
the work there. The duties involve too great 
a strain, and the depression of lonely, unsup- 
ported efforts is too much to allow even the 
most earnest and self-devoted to struggle with 
long; and the loss to aggressive efforts rests 
on the Church, not on the worker, heroically | 
doing all that can be done under the 
weight of present duties and responsibili- 
ties. Where we had four Clergymen in 1876 
ouly one now stands in the breach. I hope 
myself to go shortly to give him help and 
counsel, and to further the work so far as 
may be wise under the present circumstances, 
But I must urgently press the need of keeping 
this interior central and growing station 
manned sufficiently to meet its many needs. 
The confirmation of 48 candidates at my visi- 
tation (Feb. 22d) was a loud call to the Church 
to see to it that these sheep are duly cared for, 
and the gathering in of others made possible. 
We are in need of help in Shanghai, and have 
already made a large sacrifice in parting with 


Mr. Sayres, should it only be for a time, and 


cannot send the needed help, except, perhaps, 
for short intervals. The call must be sounded 
out in the Church—Help, in the Lorp’s 
Name! 

A MEDICAL DEPARTMENT CALLED FOR. 

The first step, which should be made as soon 
as possible, is the starting of a Medical school. 
The attendance of the physician in charge 
upon our Mission families would save half 
the sum needed for his salary, and his work 
in hospital and around ahout us would be a 
present help in the several stations now in 
charge of the Clergy of St. John’s. 

The students who might be thus trained, 
moreover, could be most useful in many an 
out-station to our native Catechists and 
Clergy, as is proved in some of the reports now 
submitted by them. A work of healing and 
mercy to men’s bodies was our LoRD’s own 


preparation for preaching the Word among a 
people dull of heart and slow to believe. We 
need Dr, Bunn at Wuchang, or, if it must be 
80, some one else to fill his place, and a physi- 
cian for the medical school at St. John’s. I 
was very glad to learn that Dr. Henry W. 
Boone, the late bishop's eldest son, had been 
moved to offer himself for this latter work, 
and trust that there may be no delay in send- 
ing help for this most important department. * 


THE GENERAL WORK, 


Other needs there are in taking a view of 
our general work (which has gone on as usual) 
which we must repeat until they reach some 
hearts alive to earnest calls on the MAsTErR’s 
behalf, Our hands have been strengthened by 
the recent Ordination held on the Tuesday 
after Trinity Sunday. 


ORDINATION OF FOUR NATIVE CLERGYMEN. 


The Rey. Hong Neok Woo, of Kong Wan, 
who has by earnest zeal and much work earned 
his advancement, was ordained Priest ; and Mr. 
Sung Lu Chun, an experienced and able 
Catechist under Mr. Thomson, and Mr, Zu 
Sung Yen, younger brother of the Rey. Y. K. 
‘Yen, and who was for a time in America, and 
has since studied with Dr. Nelson, helping 
him at the same time at Kong Wan, were 
made Deacons. With them was joined Mr. 
Yung Tsih Yang, of Wuchang, long the use- 
ful and honored head of the Bishop Boone 
Memorial School there, and the Catechist at 
the Fu Kai-Chapel. 


THE FURTHER NEED OF FOREIGN HELPERS. 


But with these gains in native Clergy and 
the good prospect of the large proportion of 
Candidates for Holy Orders Gop has granted 
to our prayers, we yet feel the need of addi- 
tional workers in our foreign staff—those who 
can train these natives to active work after 
their studies with us are done, and to be break- 
ing new ground for them to occupy. The 
ery for this help from Wuchang I cannot add 
force to, but only most heartily endorse it, 
and boldly say that no one could set a better 
example to those who might come to his help 
than our young brother [the Rev. Mr. Sayres], 
who has taken such vigorous hold of the work 
put on his willing shoulders, But we too need 
to widen our borders, and reach out beyond 
the comparative bareness of this vicinage 
into the teeming towns and large villages 
throughout this province.

a native Church. 
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THE STYLE TO BE ADOPTED FOR OUR 
SERVICES, 


_ As to the Prayer Book, there has been in 
use here at Shanghsi a partial translation in 
_ the local dialect. The objections to this are, 
first, that its use must be so limited, as thirty 
__ or forty miles away there are marked changes 
in the colloquial; and secondly, that literary 

_ people hold it in contempt, and take no in- 
_ terest in books in such a style. What, then, 
can we substitute for this? There is the 
_ Mandarin translation of the English Prayer 
__ Book, made at Peking by Dr. Burdon and 
myself. The Mandarin is, however, also a 
_* spoken language, which has been used in 
___ books to a considerable degree; but its use is 
confined to Northern and Central China, and it 
is a strange tongue here and to the south of 
us, whether inland or along the coast. The 
_ Mandarin book would thus not be ‘‘ under- 

_ standed of the people” shouid it be adopted 
here in our Services. We have left, then, the 
book language—or Wen-li, as it is called—in 

_ its two forms. ‘The first, or old classical 
style, appeals only to the eye of the scholar, 
and is intelligible to comparatively few—to 
--- such only as have received a so-called classical 
education; and secondly, the easy literary 
style, or simple Wen-li, which is in common 
use among merchants and officials, and is 
easily understood by all Chinese who have ac- 
quired such knowledge of the characters as 
enables them to read at all. To those unable 
to read, any books would be useful only by 
‘means of oral teaching and explanations. 
_~ The Prayer Book in this style could be read 
out anywhere in China, according to the local 
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sound of the characters, and be fairly under- _ 
stood by ordinary hearers at all familiar with 
Christian truths, Service books have this 
advantage, that they are in frequent use and Fe 
often memorized; and in our schools and 
higher work the gain would be great by in- 
suring respect for the books used in instruc- 
tion. It is also the part of the Church to 
raise and refine those under her nurturing — 
care. Neither in England nor China do peo- | 
ple generally talk on a level with what they — 
read and listen to with ready understanding. — 

So we unitedly determined to have such a — 
Prayer Book, and for some months I have © 
been busied preparing an edition in thiseasy = 
literary style, to be tested by use, so proy- 
ing its availability, and to make the way 
plain for whatever may follow. All thathas 
been said as to the Prayer Book is equally 
applicable to the Bible. This is already pub- 
lished in two versions in the antique classic 
style, and therefore above generaluse, andalso 
in the Mandarin, in which work I took part 
while at Peking; but this is confined to a part 
only of China. Hence there is a general de- 
mand, as well in Mandarin-speaking regions — 
as throughout the rest of China, for a version — 
of the Bible in the easy Wen-li, which can be | 
used from Peking to Canton, that shall reach 
high and low alike, and be a bond of union E- 
for all who may receive it. 


ACTION CONCERNING A JOINT PRAYER BOOK, ~ : Bx 


Very lately the visit of Bishop Burdon of 
Hong Kong, my fellow-worker in Peking on 
the translation of the English Prayer Book 
into the Mandarin, led to a meeting of 
English and ‘American Clergymen at Shang- 
hai. a 

It was agreed that some joint Prayer Book \ 3 
was needed, but that it was necessary toawait 
the arrival from England of the Bishops- 
designate of Ningpo and Shan-tung. The — 
former See, lately filled by Bishop Russell, is 
in the interest of the Church Missionary — 
Society; while the latter is the recently- 
established Bishopric for the work of the 
venerable Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel.

ANNUAL CONVOCATION. 
Fourteenth annual session of our Mis- 
sions Convocation was held in Trinity 
week just passed. It was opened by the an- 
mual sermon on Trinity Sunday, May 23d 
a “ and, after a business session of four days, 
s closed on the 27th by two public Mission- 
Ss Meetings, one in French in the morning of 
that day, and the other in English in the after- 
noon, 
me Convocation resolved to meet hereafter 
biennially at the Epiphany season; the next 
me ae being fixed for the week after Epiph- 
any in 1882. It was also resolved that, in the 
nterim of these sessions, Missionary Confer- 
es should be held in the various localities 
where the Church has gained a footing. 
- The object of this arrangement is twofold: 
1 st, to impose less sacrifice on the brethren in 
coming every year to the capital to attend 
Convocation; and 2d, to exert by these itin- 
erant Missionary Conferences an influence in 
‘other points of the Republic, to strengthen and 
pl propagate the work throughout all our bor- 
jers. 
> ORDINATION. 


During the annual session just closed one 


candidate was admitted to Deacon’s Orders 
for the Parish of the Good Shepherd, and the 
Deacon who has exercised his ministry for — 
three years last past at Trianon was advanced 
to the Priesthood. By these ordinations we 
have partially filled our clerical ranks, so 
sadly diminished by the death of three of our 
Presbyters during the last eighteen months. 
SPIRIT OF THE BRETHREN. 

The Clergy and laity who came up to Convo- 
cation, though deeply afflicted by the losses 
we have thus sustained, were by no means 
discouraged or disheartened, and more than 
ever felt called upon by this visitation of Gop 
to devote themselves unreservedly in future to 
the work in Haiti, which, in the providence of 
Gop, has been committed to our hands. 

EDUCATION. 

Encouraging reports come to us of the prog-. 
ress of the two young lads in the college at 
Barbados, and of the three young girls in 
school in the United States. We look for- 
ward, under the blessing of Gop, to their 
future usefulness in Haiti in the work of educa- 
tion under the auspices of the Church, after 
their course of studies shall have been com- 
pleted. 

The schools in the parishes at Cayes, Jere- 
mie, Gros Morne, and Trianon are still main- 
tained, under many difficulties, by the respec- 
tive Missionaries at these stations. 

In Port-au-Prince there are three private 
schools, taught by female members of our 
Church, which are placed under my patronage. 
They are the only schools under Protestant 
influences opened for girls at the capital and 
taught by pious female teachers. 

We, however, feel the necessity of having 
here at the centre of the Church work an in- 
stitution under our control offering superior 
advantages of education, and wherein students 
from our various outlying stations may come 
to be prepared for teachers, to return to their 
respective localities to spread in an efficacious 
manner the same benefits. Such a work, if - 
successfully carried on, will give greater pres- 
tige to our Gospel work, and powerfully aid 
in the extension of the Church in Haiti. We 
hope our friends in America will bear in mind

CHURCH BUILDINGS, 


The Rev. Mr. Jones is overlooking the con- 
struction of a chapel and parsonage in the 
Parish of St. John at La Passe, two miles 
from Jeremie. Both edifices are now being 


covered in, the means for carrying on the 


work having been mostly collected at Jeremie 
by Mr. Jones. The Rev. Mr. Ledan is also 
actively engaged in pushing forward the 
church building for the Parish of St. Paul at 
Torbeck.» The Rey. Mr. Willowbé, variously 
hindered for several years in a similar enter- 
prise at Petit Fond, is now pushing on toward 
completion Epiphany Chapel at that place. 
The Rev. Mr. Benedict is still engaged in col- 
lecting the means to make a beginning in the 
work of constructing the Church of the Holy 
Saviour at Cayes. The Rey. Mr. Myrthil is 
about demolishing the old building bought 
three years since by the Church of the Resur- 
rection at Gros Morne, and which since has 
served as its place of worship, in order to con- 
struct a better and more churchly edifice. 
The wood for the same has been procured; 
and the means to buy corrugated zine for its 
covering have been collected and are in hand. 
Means have also been collected to make some 
convenient chancel arrangements in the build- 
ing donated two years since for a chapel at 
our station at Bellevue, in the neighboring 
mountains of La Coupe. The work has been 
completed, but is not yet put in place. It may 
be well to remark here that the moral and 
spiritual progress made by the persons gath- 
ered at this station has by no means been sat- 
isfactory to the venerable Missionary, the Rey. 
Mr. Bauduy, in charge of the same. 


DEEPER SPIRITUAL LIFE, 


This latter observation leads me to state that 
the laborers in this field are more and more 
convinced that the one thing needful in any 
successful Missionary work is not material 
prosperity, nor yet the multitude of persons 
that may be gathered under our influence, but 
the life hid with Carisr in Gop. Hence we 
have put forth renewed efforts to move our 
people to become more of a praying people, 
holding daily, nay, hourly converse with Gon, 
in lifting up their souls at all times and in all 
places in pious ejaculations. Thus not only 
their attendance on public worship and their

portance, succeeded in bringing under thei 
influence the Lay Missionary I had p 
there, and then assumed to control the Ser 
vices, with his connivance, in fixing sué 
hours, and even in holding them at sue 
places outside of the Mission Station, as th 
thought best, without consulting me. Wh 
gently remonstrated with, and told to ce 
such disorders, they refused to conform to my 
godly admonitions, and placed themselves in 
an attitude of open defiance. They also mis- 
applied contributions collected for the on 
by appropriating them to their own use. 
was therefore compelled to dismiss the Lay 
Missionary, dissolve the committee, and take 
personal charge of the Services at the station, 
aided by the Rey. Mr. Battiste, the only Eng- 
lish-speaking Clergyman that I have at the 
capital. I may here add that the British and 
African Methodist pastors have recently be- 
gun a work among the lower classes of Eng- 
lish residents here, in imitation of our work. 
These latter, in thus seeing themselves sought 
after by a species of religious competition, 
have overrated their own importance. And, 
while we hold ourselves here as the servants 
of CHrist and our brethren for whom He

__ Iy presenting to the Board of Managers the 
ighth Annual Report of the Woman’s Aux- 
y to the Board of Missions, its Secretary 
s first to record that in the year just closed 
ur Diocesan Branches have been organized, 
in New Hampshire, California, Connecticut 
and Michigan, with the concurrence and ap- 
Pp roval of their respective Bishops, making 
now twenty Dioceses in which the Auxiliary is 
so represented. 
_ In New Hampshire the work is. Diocesan 
almost entirely as yet, as also in California, 
10ugh in the latter Diocese the members have 
already extended their aid into Northern Cali- 
fornia, and hope before long to embrace the 
whole Western coast. Connecticut still con- 
tinues its work in the Bureau of Relief, not 
only for the families of poor or deceased Cler- 
7, but also by providing for the support of 
al daughters of Clergy in St. Margaret’s 
School, Waterbury—a work which was recom- 
mended to the attention of the Auxiliary at 
is very beginning, and which is being at- 
tempted also in Maine, where an endowment 
and has been started, by means of which a 
issionary’s child may be constantly in train- 
ing in the Diocesan School there. 
Besides these Associations, one has also been 
formed in the District of Columbia, called the 
District of Columbia Branch of the Maryland 
Auxiliary, in which it is hoped all the Parishes 
pot the District will unite in a common in- 
erest and work. 
_ During the year the Secretary has been 
present at forty-six meetings of the Auxiliary, 
2 the following fifteen Dioceses: Maine, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, Long Island, New Jer- 
‘sey, Northern New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
] aryland, Michigan, Ohio, Southern Ohio, 
d Pittsburgh. These meetings varied in 
character, from the small, informal gather- 
fing of half a dozen women, to the two or 


three hundred met together in New York 
at the Annual Meeting of the Auxiliary, the 
four or five hundred assembled in Detroit 
for the formation of the Michigan Branch, 
and the Annual Long Island Meeting of Clergy 
and Laity, with addresses from Missionaries 
and other visitors. . 


WORK OF THE YEAR, 


In providing for the support of Sister Eliza 
of Colorado for the year 1879-80, on account 
of her prolonged illness the Auxiliary was 
ealled upon for more than its usual appropri- 
ation, raising a little over $500, instead of the 
$450 which has usually been asked of it. 
For the coming year $350 only will be needed, 
which amount is to come from the Dioceses 
of Central New York, Southern Ohio, North- 
ern New Jersey, and Massachusetts. 

The other women workers ordinarily sup- 
ported by the Auxiliary received their stipends 
as usual, Rhode Island fulfilling its pledge re- 
garding Miss Eddy of Japan, while, through 
the exertions of a young lady of New York, 
the salary of Miss Thomas in Africa was met. 
The President of the Niobrara League has 
paid the salary of a Clergyman among the In- 
dians ($600), and has provided a rectory for the 
church built by her last year, at a cost of $800. 
Provision has also been made by the Auxiliary 
generally, for the outfit, travelling expenses, 
and salary for a time for a new Missionary to 
Wuchang. The support of Missionary Clergy 
is not often undertaken by the Auxiliary, but 
the need in this case being urgent, it was de- 
cided to make an especial effort, and during 
the year the required $1,700 were raised, 
chiefly by this means. The sum is now in , 
the treasury awaiting only the application and 
appointment of a Clergyman to serve the use 
for which it was designed. 

The Auxiliary has been interested as usual 
in the furtherance of the educational Mis- 


sionary work. In St, John’s College, Shang- 
hai, the endowment of three scholarships, 
at $1,500 each, has been completed—the 
‘‘ Lydia Mary Fay,” founded by the Mas- 
sachusetts Branch, the ‘‘ Edward A. Wash- 
burn,” by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary As- 
sociation of Calvary Church, New York City, 
and the ‘‘ Woman’s Auxiliary,” by its united 
Branches. Two day-schools also have been 
supported in Shanghai—the first by the Calvary 
Church Association, on its foundation named 
- the ‘‘Calvary Church Day-school,” and later 
called the ‘‘Rosa Sayres,” in memory of a 
dear Missionary soon taken to her rest; and 
the other by certain Parishes, Sunday- 
schools and Associations in Connecticut, and 
named the ‘‘ Emily Williams School.” Of the 
first of these Mrs. Bates now has charge; of 
_ the second, Mrs. Schereschewsky. 

In connection with this mention of educa- 
tional work, notice may be taken of the Li- 
brary recently established at 21 Bible House, 
in addition to that for our Domestic Mission- 
ary Clergy, for the purpose of informing the 
members of the Auxiliary in regard to Missions 
both at home and abroad. The number of 
volumes so far contributed is small, but it is 
hoped additions may be made as opportunity 
offers, and the books are welcome to all wish- 
‘ing for greater knowledge of the different 
methods of Mission work and the countries in 
which it is carried on. 

Another work completed by the Auxiliary 
has been the raising of the fund for the 
Women’s and Children’s Hospital at Wuchang. 
It was at first proposed to raise $1,500 for 
this purpose, but that amount being con- 
sidered insufficient, something over $2,500 
has been gathered together, and forwarded to 
the treasurer of the Mission in China, while 
as many free beds have been established as 
the new hospital accommodations will be 
able to afford. In reporting the successful 
completion of this work, an acknowledg- 
ment is due Dr. Bunn for his kind 
services, frequently given, in making known 
this need to different Associations of the Aux- 
iliary in many different places. To his efforts 
is largely owing the so prompt fulfilment of 
the undertaking.

In giving the foregoing record of work 
{ per bicted during the year just closed, we can- 
forget that a new year is opening before 
‘us, in which we must do more and better than 
in time gone by. 

Perhaps it will be thought that in some 
Tin nes improvement is not necessary; that in 
the department of Missionary boxes, for ex- 
‘ample, we have so nearly reached perfection 
P cad such familiarity with every particular, 
that no advance is possible or suggestion 
needed. And yet, in a letter received since 
the opening of the year, a Missionary writes: 
et am very much in want of an overcoat. 
In my letter last year I made this same re- 
quest. An overcoat was sent, but it was 
ze enough for a man weighing two hun- 
d pounds”—the Missionary’s height being | w 
e feet, five inches, and his weight one hun- 
ed and twenty-two pounds—‘‘ besides which 
Was very much moth-eaten, so it was 
‘of no use to me at all. I make this 
statement, not complainingly, but that you 
me ay not think I wear out too many over- 
coats.” He adds: ‘‘There seems to be an 
impression that particularly heavy goods are 
required here. Such is not the case, as our 
winters are usually mild.” And on the paper 
of *measurements he repeats, ‘‘Very heavy 
clothing is not needed, as our winters are 
milder than in the East.” 

This one letter will show us that there is 
mewhere still a want of the consideration 
nd painstaking care which we wish to see in 
ery Branch of the Auxiliary, and which 
very many of them, we know, exhibit. We 
cannot urge too strongly upon our members the 
propriety and, indeed, the necessity of corre- 
ondence between the Parish Secretary and 
e Missionary for whom the box is being 
‘prepared. Inquiries as to the climate of any 
‘particular place, the quality of goods best 
suited to it, and the most pressing wants of 
the family, in detail, may lead to the knowl- 
edge of facts that will alter the entire char- 
of a box, making it doubly welcome to 
e recipients. There are some places so 
netrated with a fine white dust that black 
oods are very quickly spoiled; there are 
hers where the sweeping winter winds freeze

and we are asked never to send Canton flannel. 
The knowledge of peculiarities such as these 
is knowledge to be treasured and acted upon 
by our Missionary workers. 

To overcome that other difficulty of which 
our Missionary’s letter gives an example, we 
know no course to pursue save the exercise of 
Christian charity and good common-sense. 
Let us all resolve, the next time that such a 
case comes into our personal experience, to 
stop and question ourselves according to the 
dictates of such principles as. those. 

Is this old, faded, or worn garment a suitable 
gift for the man we profess to reverence, not 
only for his sacred office, but also for the hard 
field where he is called to the performance of 
its duties ? That is the question of charity, 

which common-sense supplements with the in- 
quiry, What possible use can a man of one hun- 
dred and twenty-two pounds’ weight make of 
an overcoat four sizes too large, or a woman 
five feet seven of a dress laid aside by some 
one five feet two ? 

A few lofty reflections on the glory of Mis- 
sionary work and the honor due Missionary 
workers, and a few sensible, practical ques- 
tions addressed to one’s self, may cause a Mis- 
sionary box to appear in a different light from 
any in which it has been seen before, and 
make it a plain lesson to those who send it of 
how to give. 

And so we may hope more and more to pre- 
pare our boxes less with the idea of sending 
what we can easily spare than what the Mis- 
sionaries most need and ask for. If ourmeans 
are small we will do the best we can—not send- 
ing many things, but those that are sent being 
of good material, suitable and nicely made, 
never failing to let the Missionary know before- 
hand how much or how little he may expect. 
Keeping such rulesin mind, we may hope 
to come, year by year, nearer to the perfection 
of Missionary boxes, till every one that may 
be sent shall be ‘a real help and comfort to 
some Missionary home.

In regard to the boxes sent to our differ- 
ent Missions and Mission Schools, a _ sys- 
tem is pursued by the Dakota League of 
‘Massachusetts which we would gladly see 
adopted by other Associations. The  offi- 
cers of that League select from the 
whole list of Indian Missions a number to 
which they will send regularly, and in such 
abundance as to make it unnecessary to call 
upon other Societies for any large measure of 
assistance. Their list for this year comprises: 

The Indian Clergy in Minnesota. 

Santee Agency and St. Mary’s School. 

The boys studying with the Rev. Mr. Fow- 
ler. 

Yankton Agency and St. Paul’s School. 

The Rev. David Tatiyopa and the Lower 
Brule Mission. 

There are other schools and Missions, both 
among the Indians and the colored people, 
which we would gladly apportion out in the 
same manner. 

We have been happy to notice during the 
past year an increased interest in the work of 
supporting Missionary women, and we have 
every reason to think that that interest will 
continue through the opening year and through 
many years to come. 

Besides those workers already familiar to us 
as the substitutes of the Auxiliary, we have 
now taken into our care Sister Mary, who, 
Bishop Clarkson writes, is a Sister Dora in 
Omaha, and we have the promise of support 
for the Matron of the Hospital of the Good 
- Samaritan in Portland, Oregon. In Virginia, 
Mrs, Jennings’ support is assumed, and then, 
taking one step forward, we have resolved on 
sending out two new Missionaries to the For- 
eign field. 

In Osaka, Japan, Miss Eddy has been work- 
ing, often single-handed, for nearly six years. 
She will soon come home to her much-needed 
rest, and there must be some one to take her 
place in the school. Several applications have 
been made for work in Japan, and an appoint- 
ment by the Foreign Committee will hardly be 
long delayed. This appointment will no 
doubt be facilitated by the fact that New 
‘York stands ready to furnish the means for 
sending out the new Missionary, and for sus- 
taining her in her work.

We have two things only, in closing, which 
we wish especially to bring to the notice of all 
Branches and individual members of the 
ciliary. We have now Diocesan Branches 
formed in twenty of our Dioceses—California, 
Central New York, Connecticut, Florida, Long 
sland, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Mich- 


igan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
‘ork, Northern New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, Southern Ohio, Vermont, 


we wish to see them in still other Dioceses. 
During the last year four have been added. 
Cannot we have four more twelve months from — 
now? May we not look with hopefulness to 
Albany and Western New York, to Pittsburgh 
and Central Pennsylvania, to Delaware and 
Hlinois? 

We would urge those Parish Societies un- 
connected with any Diocesan Organization to 
consider this matter, and, by conferring with 
each other and with their Bishops and Clergy, 
to see if something in this direction cannot be 
done; and we would beg members of the Aux- 
iliary, working in organized Dioceses, and rec- 
ognizing the good of such organization, to 
speak or write to their friends who are work- 
ing in single Parish Societies, explaining to 
them the advantages of coéperation, and helping 
forward any inclination or movement they may 
see towards it. 

And lastly, the President of the New York 
Committee on Work for Foreign Missionaries — 
will pardon us if we quote the closing words 
of her annual report—words not her own, 
but written by one who, however strong and 
brave at his lonely outpost, still feels the need 
of the Church’s prayers. 

«‘Oh, that the Church at home would only 
pray! I am convinced it is the one great thing 
we need for our success—the Church’s con- 
tinual and earnest prayers. The money iseven 
second to that, and included in it, and personal 
devotion of life and talent as well. 

‘Could not the various Branches of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary inculcate this duty on all 
their members? ”

We can, each one of us, use them more faith- 
fully ourselves.

The reports rendered quarterly have been 
very full and satisfactory.

The Mission at Port Henry, on Lake ~ 
Champlain, has become self-sustaining, and — 
the Rev. Mr. Woodbridge continues his work — 
without our aid.

A new and remarkable field has opened — 
here at Rico, a mining town, much like Lead- — 
ville in its wonderful growth.

ARTICLE I. .

This institution shall be denominated The Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 


ARTICLE Il. ‘ : 
This Society shall be considered as comprehending all persons - who are 
members of this Church. *

ARTICLE III, 


There shall be a Board of Missions of such Society, composed of the Bishops “ 
~ of this Church, and the members for the time being of the House of Deputies — 
of the General Convention, the Delegates from the Missionary Jurisdictions to 
the said House of Deputies, the members of the Board of Managers as herein- — 
after described, and the Secretaries and Treasurers of the Domestic and For-_ 
eign Committees. The Board of Missions thus constituted shall convene on the 
third day of the session of the General Convention, and shall sit from time 
to time as the business of the Board shall demand. 


ARTICLE Ivy. 


There shall be a Board of Managers, comprising all the Bishops, and the 
Secretaries and Treasurers of the Domestic and Foreign Committees, as— 


ne the management of the General Missions of this Chirel and 


| remain in office until their successors are chosen, and shall have power to 
any vacancies that may occur in.their number. Eight Clerical members and 
ht Lay members shall constitute a quorum. This Board of Managers shall, 
when the Board of Missions is not in session, exercise all the corporate powers

The Board of Managers is authorized to form, from its own members, a Com- _ 


mittee for Domestic Missions and a Committee for Foreign Missions, and such

ARTICLE VI. 


The Board of Managers is intrusted with power to establish and regulate 


q such Missions as are not placed under Episcopal supervision, and to enact all 
by-laws which it may deem necessary for its own government and for the gov- 
ernment: of its Committees: Provided, always, that, in relation to organized 


4g Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions having Bishops, the appropriations shall 


be made in gross to such Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions, to be disbursed 
__ by the local authorities thereof. The Board shall notify to the several Bishops 

the gross sums so appropriated; and those Bishops shall regulate the number of 
Mission Stations, appoint the Missionaries, and assign to them their stipends, 


_ with the approval of the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


5 No person shall be appointed a Missionary who is not at the time a Minis- 
ter of the Protestant Episcopal Church of regular standing; but nothing in
